GENERAL  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  UNITED  STATES, 
BY  INDUSTRY  GROUP  AND  INDUSTRY:     1958  AND  1954 


This  report  presents  the  preliminary 
results  for  United  States  manufacturing  as  a 
whole,  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures, 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Figures  are  shown  for  most  of  the 
kyi  individual  industries,  as  well  as  for  about 
150  industry  groups  and  the  20  broad  major  groups 
within  manufacturing. 

The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have 
been  subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review; 
such  totals,  therefore,  must  be  regarded  as 
tentative  approximations  of  the  final  Census 
figures.  In  some  instances,  industry  totals 
have  been  withheld  in  this  report  to  permit 
additional  checking  of  figures;  they  will  appear 
in  the  final  industry  reports.  The  money  figures 
shown  in  this  publication  »xe  as  reported;  no 
adjustments  have  been  made  for  changes  in  price 
or  wage  levels  between  the  two  Census  years . 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  such  census  of  the  United  States 
since  1809.  For  I958,  it  was  conducted  Jointly 
with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail, 
and  Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering 
continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii. 
Separate  Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business 
for  1958  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.  The  figures  in  this 


report  include  the  results  for  establis 
located  in  the  continental  United  States.  Alaska 
and  Hawaii  were  not  States  until  1959  an 
be  covered  in  separate  reports  at  a  later  date. 
In  addition  to  the  195^  ana  1958  Censuses  of 
Manufactures,  the  law  authorized  annual  sample 
surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years.   For 
the  years  1955  through  1957,  figures  comparable 
with  those  shown  in  this  publication  are  avail- 
able for  industry  groups  and  most  indi 
industries. 


INDUSTRY  CLASSIFICATION 

In  the  Census  of  Manufactures,  figures 
are  collected  from  each  manufacturing  establish- 
ment engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical 
transformation  of  materials  into  new  products. 
A  manufacturing  establishment  usually  consists 
of  a  single  physical  location  where  such  indus- 
trial operations  are  performed;  for  example,  a 
factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each  establishment  is 
classified  in  a  particular  industry*  according 
to  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification  system, 
generally  on  the  .basis  of  the  value  of  the 
principal  products  it  produces.  As  the  general 
statistics  (employment,  payroll,  cost  of  mate- 
rials, value  of  shipments,  etc.)  are  reported 
for  each  establishment  as  a  whole,  the  aggregates 
of  such  figures  for  an  industry  reflect  not  only 
the  primary  production  activities  of  the  estab- 
lishments classified  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  manufacture  of  secondary  products  (regarded

as  primary  to  other  industries )  and  receipts  for 
their  other  activities  (contract  work  on 
materials  owned  "by  others,  repair  work,  etc.). 
The  extent  to  which  plants  classified  in  an 
industry  "specialize"  in  making  products  regarded 
as  primary  to  that  industry  will  be  shown  in  the 
preliminary  industry  report,  as  well  as  the 
final  reports . 

The  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
system  combines  the  approximately  k-^O  individual 
industries  into  150  industry  groups,  which  are, 
in  turn,  combined  into  20  major  industry  groups. 
Each  individual  industry  is  designated  by  a 
^ -dig it  code,  each  industry  group  by  a  3 -digit 
code  identical  with  the  first  three  digits  of 
its  component  industries,  and  each  major  indus- 
try group  by  a  2-digit  code  identical  with  the 
first  two  digits  of  its  component  industry 
groups . 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  series 
are  based  upon  the  19^5  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual  definitions  of  industries . 
The  final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  new  1957 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
Manual  (SIC).  In  the  manufacturing  sector,  the 
1957  SIC  includes  extensive  revisions  of  industry 
definitions . 


ESTABLISHMENTS  (PLANTS) 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost 
500,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most. are  operated  by  single 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  such  companies .  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location. 
Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted 
separate  reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities 
are  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establishments 
with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable  fig- 
ures for  195^.  The  total  number  of  establish- 
ment figures  for  detailed  industries  (It-digit) 
require  additional  checking-  and  will  be  shown  in 
the  final  industry  reports.  An  appendix  in  this 
report  shows  the  total  number  of  establishments 
for  the  2-digit  industry  groups  for  1958  and 
195^.' 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force-account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments .  The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November.  (For  highly  seasonal 
industries,  an  average  employment  derived  from 
12  mid -month  pay  periods  will  be  included  in  the 
final  reports  for  the  census . ) 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 


Production  workers ,  number . — This  num- 
ber includes  all  workers  (up"  to  the  working 
foreman  level)  engaged  in  fabricating,  processing, 
assembling,  inspection,  receiving,  storage, 
handling,  packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but 
not  delivery),  maintenance,  repair,  janitorial, 
and  watchman  services,  product  development, 
auxiliary  production  for  plant's  own  use  (e.g., 
power  plant),  record  keeping,  and  other  services 
closely  associated  with  these  production  opera- 
tions; it  excludes  supervisory  employees  above 
the  working  foreman  level,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  other  nonproduction 
personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments. 


Production  workers ,  man-hours . — This 
total  includes  all  "plant  man-hours"  of  produc- 
tion and  related  workers.  It  consists  of  all 
man-hours  worked  or  paid  for  in  1958,  except 
hours  paid  for  vacations,  holidays,  or  sick 
leave,  when  the  employee  was  not  at  the  plant. 
The  figure  includes  actual  overtime  hours,  not 
straight-time  equivalent  hours. 


Production  workers ,  wages . — This  item 
consists  of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as 
defined  above)  paid  to  production  workers  of 
manufacturing  establishments . 


Value  added  by  manufacture  (adjusted). — 
This  measure  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  raw  materials,  parts,  components,  supplies, 
fuels,  goods  purchased  for  resale,  and  contract 
work,  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufac- 
turing establishments  in  each  industry.  It 
avoids,   therefore,  the  duplication  in   the 
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value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  establishments  as  materials  by 
others .  For  most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value 
measure  available  for  comparing  the  relative 
economic  importance  of  manufacturing  among  indus- 
tries and  geographic  areas.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  shown  in  this  report  also  includes  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in-process 
inventory  and  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
That  is>  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing is  included  in  value  added . 


Value  of  shipments . — This  figure  repre- 
sents net  selling  value,  f ,o.b.  plant,  after 
discounts  and  allowances,  of  all  shipments  of 
products  from  manufacturing  establishments  of  an 
industry  in  1958,  plus  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities  of  such  plants;  it  excludes  freight 
charges  and  excise  taxes.  Products  transferred 
to  other  establishments  of  the  same  company 
(such  as  other  manufacturing  plants,  separate 
sales  branches,  or  retail  dealers)  are  valued 
at  the  nearest  approximation  to  the  commercial 
selling  value,  f.o.b.  plant,  and  not  the  cost  of 
production.  It  should  be  noted  that,  for 
establishments  classified  in  a  given  industry, 
the  value  of  shipments  includes  not  only  (a) 
their  value  of  products  "primary"  to  the  indus- 
try, but  also  (b)  their  value  of  "secondary" 
products  (which  are  primary  toother  industries), 
and  (c)  their  "miscellaneous  receipts"  for 
repair  work,  sale  of  scrap,  installation  of  own 
products,  receipts  for  contract  work,  etc. 
Also  included  in  the  value  of  shipments  are 
sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in  the  same 
condition.  In  earlier  Censuses  such  receipts 
for  merchandising  activities  were  omitted  from 
total  value  of  shipments. 


It  should  be  noted  that  a  summation  of 
industry  value  of  shipments  figures  to  industry 
group  totals  would  result  in  large  and  unknown 
amounts  of  duplication,  owing  to  the  addition  of 
shipments  reported  by  related  industries  engaged 
in  successive  fabrication  stages  in  the  produc- 
tion of  finished  manufactured  products.  For 
this  reason,  value  of  shipments  totals  are  not 


shown  at  the  industry  group  (5-_ 
levels .   This  duplication  is  not 
within  individual  industries,  except  fcr 
important  exceptions  for  which  value  - : 
is  not  shown  in  the  accompanying  table. 


Capital  expenditures, new. — This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in 
tion  in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  str- 
and  additions   (including  major  altera 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements )  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machin-. 
new  equipment;   and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equl 
Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures  total  are 
those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant  and  equipment 
acquired  from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land. 
In  addition  to  the  capital  expenditures  at 
operating  manufacturing  establishments  shown  in 
this  report,  figures  were  also  collected  on 
expenditures  for  constructing  and  equipping  new 
manufacturing  plants  not  yet  in  operation  in 
1958-   Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in 
later  publications  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures. 
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The  general  statistics  for  each  indus- 
try, distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
will  appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-59E.  These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  f: 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
summary  reports  for  States,  Series  MC(P)-2;

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GENERAL  STATISTICS  FOR  THE  UNITED  STATES, 
BY  GEOGRAPHIC  DIVISIONS  AND  STATES:    1958  AND  1954 


This  report  presents  preliminary 
results  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  It  summarizes  the  general  statis- 
tics for  each  geographic  division  and  State. 
Included  are  1958  figures  on  number  of  manufac- 
turing establishments,  employment,  payrolls, 
man-hours,  and  value  added  by  manufacture. 
Comparable  statistics  are  shewn  for  195^  (when 
the  last  Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken). 


The  figures  shown  in  this  report  have 
been  subjected  only  to  a  preliminary  review; 
such  totals,  therefore,  must  be  regarded  as 
tentative  approximations  of  the  final  Census 
figures.  The  money  figures  shown  in  this  pub- 
lication are  as  reported;  no  adjustments  have 
been  made  for  changes  in  price  or  wage  levels 
between  the  tv/o  census  years . 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  such  census  of  the  United  States 
since  1809.  For  1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly 
with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale,  Retail, 
and  Services)  and  Mineral  Industries,  covering 
continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and  Hawaii. 
Separate  Censuses  of  Manufactures  and  Business 
for  1958  were  also  conducted  in  Puerto  Rico. 
Present  legislation  (Title  13  of  the  United 
States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures every  five  years,  with  the  next  one 
scheduled  to  cover  1963.   The  figures  in  this 


report  include  the  results  for  establishments 
located  in  the  continental  United  States.  Alaska 
and  Hawaii  were  not  States  until  1959  and  will 
be  covered  in  separate  reports  at  a  later  date . 
In  addition  to  the  1951*  and  1958  Censuses  of 
Manufactures,  the  law  authorized  annual  sample 
surveys  to  be  conducted  in  interim  years.  For 
the  years  1955  through  1957;  figures  comparable 
with  those  shown  in  this  publication  are  avail- 
able for  States  and  Divisions .

These 
industry  reports  are  scheduled  for  release  in 
the  first  quarter  of  i960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  late  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Preliminary 
summary  reports  for  States,  Series  MC(P)-2; 
Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical  Areas,  Series 
MC(P)-3;  and  Counties,  Series  MC(P)-4,  will  be 
released  shortly  with  final  State  reports 
scheduled  for  publication  in  the  summer  of  i960.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 

Establishments  (plants). — The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining 
a  separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded  from 
the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost  300,000 
manufacturing  establishments  covered  in  the  1958 
Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  establish- 
ment companies.  A  single  report  was  obtained 
from  such  companies .  Firms  operating  more  than 
one  establishment  were  required  to  submit  a 
report  for  each  separate  location.  Also, 
companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different  lines 
of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  separate 
reports  if  the  company  records  permitted  such 
a  separation  and  if  the  separate  activities  are 
substantial  in  size. 


All  employees,  number. — This  item  in- 
cludes all  production  and  related  workers, 
force -account  construction  workers,  and  all  non- 
production  personnel  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments .  The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of 
reported  employment  totals  for  the  payroll 
periods  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May, 
August,  and  November. 


Payroll . — This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commissions, 
bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other  remuneration) 
paid  during  the  year  to  all  employees  of  the 
establishment.  Payroll  is  reported  before 
deductions  for  Social  Security,  income  tax, 
group  insurance,  union  dues,  etc. 

Production  workers,  number. — This  num- 
ber includes  all  workers  (up"  to  the  working 
foreman  level)  engaged  in  fabricating ,  processing, 
assembling,  inspection,  receiving,  storage, 
handling,  packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but 
not  delivery),  maintenance,  repair,  janitorial, 
and  watchman  services,  product   development, 


auxiliary  production  for  plant's  own  use  (e.g., 
power  plant),  record  keeping,  and  other  services 
closely  associated  with  these  production  opera- 
tions; it  excludes  supervisory  employees  above 
the  working  foreman  level,  force-account  con- 
struction workers,  and  all  other  nonproduction 
personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments . 

Production  workers,  man-hours. — This 
total  includes  all  "plant  man-hours"  of  produc- 
tion and  related  workers .  It  consists  of  all 
man-hours  worked  or  paid  for  in  1958,  except 
hours  paid  for  vacations,  holidays,  or  sick 
leave,  when  the  employee  was  not  at  the  plant. 
The  figure  includes  actual  overtime  hours,  not 
straight-time  equivalent  hours. 

Production  workers ,  wages . — This  item 
consists  of  that  portion  of  the  payroll  (as 
defined  above )  paid  to  production  workers  of 
manufacturing  establishments .

manuf  ac  ture.  — The  un  - 


adjusted  value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufactured 
parts,  and  components,  supplies, fuels,  purchased 
electric  energy,  and  contract  work  from  the 
value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  each  industry.  Adjusted  value  added 
which  is  shown  in  this  report  also  includes  the 
net  change  in  finished  goods  and  work-in-process 
inventory  and  the  value  added  in  merchandising 
activities  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
That  is,  the  difference  between  the  value  and 
cost  of  merchandise  sold  without  further  manu- 
facturing is  included  in  value  added .

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GENERAL  STATISTICS  FOR  COUNTIES 


This  report  presents  a  summary  of 
some  of  the  statistics  previously  published  in 
the  individual  State  reports.  These  figures 
are  the  results  of  preliminary  tabulations  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Included  are  1958  figures  on  num- 
ber of  manufacturing  establishments;  number 
of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by 
manufacture;  and  new  capital  expenditures. 
These  figures  are  presented  for  each  State,  its 
standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas,  and 
selected  counties.  Comparable  statistics  on 
employment  and  value  added  are  shown  for 
1954,  when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  taken.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  payroll,  value  added  by  manufacture,  and 
capital  expenditure  figures  for  changes  in 
price  levels  or  wage  rates  between  1958  and 
1954. 


The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty- seventh  such  census  of  the  United  States 
since  1809.  For  1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly 
with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale, 
Retail,  and  Services)  and  Mineral  Industries, 
covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and 
Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of  Manufactures 
and  Business  for  1958  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation  (Title  13  of 
the  United  States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census 
of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the 
next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition 
to  the  1954  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures, 
the  law  authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be 
conducted  in  interim  years.  For  the  years 
1955  through  1957,  figures  comparable  with 
those  shown  in  this  publication  are  available 
for  the  States  and  the  larger  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas. 


This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
series  are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (1945) 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual  defi- 
nitions of  industries.  The  final  area  reports 
will  include  statistics  classified  according  to 
the  new  1957  edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual  (SIC). 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 


Preliminary  reports  for  States,  includ- 
ing standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  and 
counties,  have  been  issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1 
through  MC(P)-S49).  Final  area  reports  are 
scheduled  for  publication  in  the  fall  of  I960. 
The  general  statistics  for  each  industry,  dis- 
tributed by  region  and  State,  as  well  as  figures 
on  individual  products  of  the  industry,  will 
appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  Most 
of  these  industry  reports  were  released  in  the 
first  quarter  of  1960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  I960.

Value  added  by  manufacture.  --The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels,  pur- 
chased electric  energy,  and  contract  work 
from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing 
establishments  in  each  industry.  Adjusted 
value  added  which  is  also  shown  in  this  report 
consists  of  the  unadjusted  value  added  by  man- 
ufacture plus  the  net  change  in  finished  goods 
and  work-in-process  inventory  between  the 
beginning  and  end  of  the  year  plus  the  value 
added  in  merchandising  activities  of  manufac- 
turing establishments.  (That  is,  the  difference 
between  the  value  and  cost  of  merchandise  sold 
without  further  manufacturing.  )  Value  added 
avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments 
which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.

Capital  expenditures,  new. --This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:       expenditures    for  new  structures 


and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equip- 
ment. Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures 
total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant 
and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land.  In  addition  to  the  capital 
expenditures  at  operating  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments shown  in  this  report,  figures  were 
also  collected  on  expenditures  for  constructing 
and  equipping  new  manufacturing  plants  not  yet 
in  operation  in  1958.  Such  expenditures  will 
be  included  in  later  publications  from  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures. 

Administrative  and  axuiliary  units  .  -  -  In 
addition  to  the  employment  and  payroll  reported 
for  operating  manufacturing  establishments, 
manufacturing  concerns  ordinarily  reported 
separately  for  central  administrative  offices 
or  auxiliary  units  which  service  the  manufac- 
turing establishments  of  a  company  (e.g., 
research  laboratories,  storage  warehouses, 
power  plants,  garages,  repair  shops,  etc.). 
A  separate  report  was  usually  obtained  for 
each  central  office  or  auxiliary  unit  if  it  was 
located  at  a  different  general  location  from  the 
manufacturing  establishment(s)  served  or  if  it 
serviced  two  or  more  manufacturing  establish- 
ments and  was  not  operated  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  establishment  at  the  same  location. 
Employment  and  payroll  of  central  admin- 
istrative offices  and  auxiliaries  are  included 
in  the  totals  for  the  State  and  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  but  are  excluded  from 
the  county  figures.

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas" 
are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with 
a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50, 000  oi 
more  population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may- 
contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties 
but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  pri- 
marily residential  in  character,  contribute 
significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor 
force.  These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal 
Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical

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GENERAL  STATISTICS   FOR 
SELECTED  STANDARD  METROPOLITAN  STATISTICAL  AREAS 
BY  MAJOR  INDUSTRY  GROUPS 


This  report  presents  a  summary  of 
the  statistics  for  standard  metropolitan  statis- 
tical areas  with  40,000  or  more  manufacturing 
employees  which  were  previously  published  in 
the  individual  State  reports.  These  figures 
are  the  results  of  preliminary  tabulations  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Included  are  1958  figures  on 
number  of  manufacturing  establishments;  num- 
ber of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added 
by  manufacture;  and  new  capital  expenditures. 
Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and 
value  added  are  shown  for  1954,  when  the  last 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken.  No  adjust- 
ments have  been  made  in  the  payroll,  value 
added  by  manufacture,  and  capital  expenditure 
figures  for  changes  in  price  levels  or  wage 
rates  between  1958  and  1954. 


The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty -seventh  such  census  of  the  United  States 
since  1809.  For  1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly 
with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale, 
Retail,  and  Services)  and  Mineral  Industries, 
covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and 
Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of  Manufactures 
and  Business  for  1958  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation  (Title  13  of 
the  United  States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census 
of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the 
next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition 
to  the  1954  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures, 
the  law  authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be 
conducted  in  interim  years.  For  the  years 
1955  through  1957,  figures  comparable  with 
those  shown    in   this    publication   are  available. 


This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
series    are     based     upon    the     unrevised     (1945) 


Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual  defi- 
nitions of  industries.  The  final  area  reports 
will  include  statistics  classified  according  to 
the  new  1957  edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual  (SIC). 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM

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Preliminary  reports  for  States,  includ- 
ing standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  and 
counties,  have  been  issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1 
through  MC(P)-S49).  Final  area  reports  are 
scheduled  for  publication  in  the  fall  of  I960. 
The  general  statistics  for  each  industry,  dis- 
tributed by  region  and  State,  as  well  as  figures 
on  individual  products  of  the  industry,  will 
appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  Most 
of  these  industry  reports  were  released  in  the 
first  quarter  of  I960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  whichwill  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  I960.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 


Establishments  (plants).  --The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining  a 
separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses  with  no  employees  are  excluded 
from  the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered 
in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single  establishment  companies.  A  single 
report    was     obtained    from     such    companies.

Firms  operating  more  than  one  establishment 
were  required  to  submit  a  report  for  each 
separate  location.  Also,  companies  engaged 
in  distinctly  different  lines  of  activity  at  one 
location  submitted  separate  reports  if  the 
company  reports  permitted  such  a  separation 
and  if  the  separate  activities  were  substantial 
in  size. 


All  employees,  number. --This  item 
includes  all  production  and  related  workers, 
force-account  construction  workers,  and  all 
nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing 
establishments.  The  1958  figures  are  an 
average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the 
payroll  period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,   August,    and  November. 


Payroll.  --This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commis- 
sions, bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other 
remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  em- 
ployees of  the  establishment.  Payroll  is 
reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security, 
income  tax,   group  insurance,    union  dues,    etc. 


Value  added  by  manufacture.  --The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufacti  "red 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels,  pur- 
chased electric  energy,  and  contract  *ork 
from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing 
establishments  in  each  industry.  Adjusted 
value  added  which  is  also  shown  in  this  report 
consists  of  the  unadjusted  value  added  by  man- 
ufacture plus  the  net  change  in  finished  goods 
and  work-in-process  inventory  between  the 
beginning  and  end  of  the  year  plus  the  value 
added  in  merchandising  activities  of  manufac- 
turing establishments.  (That  is,  the  difference 
between  the  value  and  cost  of  merchandise  sold 
without  further  manufacturing.  )  Value  added 
avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments 
which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  For 
most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries 
and  geographic  areas. 


Capital  expenditures,  new. --This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:      expenditures    for  new  structures 


and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equip- 
ment. Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures 
total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant 
and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land.  In  addition  to  the  capital 
expenditures  at  operating  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments shown  in  this  report,  figures  were 
also  collected  on  expenditures  for  constructing 
and  equipping  new  manufacturing  plants  not  yet 
in  operation  in  1958.  Such  expenditures  will 
be  included  in  later  publications  from  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures. 

Administrative  and  auxiliary  units.  --In 
addition  to  the  employment  and  payroll  reported 
for  operating  manufacturing  establishments, 
manufacturing  concerns  ordinarily  reported 
separately  for  central  administrative  offices 
or  auxiliary  units  which  service  the  manufac- 
turing establishments  of  a  company  (e.  g.  , 
research  laboratories,  storage  warehouses, 
power  plants,  garages,  repair  shops,  etc.). 
A  separate  report  was  usually  obtained  for 
each  central  office  or  auxiliary  unit  if  it  was 
located  at  a  different  general  location  from  the 
manufacturing  establishment(s)  served  or  if  it 
serviced  two  or  more  manufacturing  establish- 
ments and  was  not  operated  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  establishment  at  the  same  location. 
Employment  and  payroll  of  central  admin- 
istrative offices  and  auxiliaries  are  included 
in  the  totals  for  the  State  and  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas  but  are  excluded  from 
the  county  figures.

"Standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas" 
are  integrated  economic  and  social  units  with 
a  large  volume  of  daily  travel  and  communi- 
cation between  the  central  city  (50,000  or 
more  population)  and  outlying  parts  of  the  area. 
Each  area  (except  in  New  England)  consists  of 
one  or  more  whole  counties.  An  area  may 
contain  not  only  highly  industrialized  counties 
but  also  adjoining  counties  which,  though  pri- 
marily residential  in  character,  contribute 
significantly  to  the  industrial  counties'  labor 
force.  These  areas  are  defined  by  the  Federal 
Committee  on  Standard  Metropolitan  Statistical 
Areas  of  the  U.   S.    Bureau  of  the  Budget.

This  report  presents  a  summary  of 
some  of  the  statistics  previously  published  in 
the  individual  State  reports.  These  figures 
are  the  results  of  preliminary  tabulations  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Included  are  1958  figures  on  num- 
ber of  manufacturing  establishments;  number 
of  employees;  total  payroll;  value  added  by 
manufacture;  and  new  capital  expenditures. 
These  figures  are  presented  for  each  State  by 
major  industry  groups.  Comparable  statistics 
on  employment  and  value  added  are  shown  for 
1954,  when  the  last  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  taken.  In  some  instances  minor  revisions 
were  made  to  the  1954  figures.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  payroll,  value  added  by 
manufacture,  and  capital  expenditure  figures 
for  changes  in  price  levels  or  wage  rates 
between  1958  and  1954. 


The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty- seventh  such  census  of  the  United  States 
since  1809.  For  1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly 
with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale, 
Retail,  and  Services)  and  Mineral  Industries, 
covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and 
Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of  Manufactures 
and  Business  for  1958  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation  (Title  13  of 
the  United  States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census 
of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the 
next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition 
to  the  1954  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures, 
the  law  authorized  annual  sample  surveys  to  be 
conducted  in  interim  years.  For  the  years 
1955  through  1957,  figures  comparable  with 
those  shown  in  this  publication  are  available 
for  the  States  and  the  larger  standard  metro- 
politan statistical  areas. 


This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
series  are  based  upon  the  unrevised  (1945) 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Manual  defi- 
nitions of  industries.  The  final  area  reports 
will  include  statistics  classified  according  to 
the  new  1957  edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  Manual  (SIC). 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 


Preliminary  reports  for  States,  includ- 
ing standard  metropolitan  statistical  areas  and 
counties,  have  been  issued  (Series  MC(P)-S1 
through  MC(P)-S49).  Final  area  reports  are 
scheduled  for  publication  in  the  fall  of  I960. 
The  general  statistics  for  each  industry,  dis- 
tributed by  region  and  State,  as  well  as  figures 
on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  Most 
of  these  industry  reports  were  released  in  the 
first  quarter  of  I960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published  during 
the  summer  of  I960.

EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 


Establishments  (plants).  - -The  Census 
of  Manufactures  is  conducted  by  obtaining  a 
separate  report  for  each  establishment. 
Businesses    with   no    employees    are    excluded 
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from  the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered 
in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by- 
single  establishment  companies.  A  single 
report  was  obtained  from  such  companies. 
Firms  operating  more  than  one  establishment 
were  required  to  submit  a  report  for  each 
separate  location.  Also,  companies  engaged 
in  distinctly  different  lines  of  activity  at  one 
location  submitted  separate  reports  if  the 
company  reports  permitted  such  a  separation 
and  if  the  separate  activities  were  substantial 
in  size. 

All  employees,  number.  --This  item 
includes  all  production  and  related  workers, 
force-account  construction  workers,  and  all 
nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing 
establishments.  The  1958  figures  are  an 
average  of  reported  employment  totals  for  the 
payroll  period  ended  nearest  the  15th  of  March, 
May,   August,    and  November. 

Payroll.  --This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commis- 
sions, bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other 
remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  em- 
ployees of  the  establishment.  Payroll  is 
reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security, 
income  tax,    group  insurance,    union  dues,    etc. 

Value  added  by  manufacture.  --The  un- 
adjusted value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semimanufactured 
parts  and  components,  supplies,  fuels,  pur- 
chased electric  energy,  and  contract  work 
from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufacturing 
establishments  in  each  industry.  Adjusted 
value  added  which  is  also  shown  in  this  report 
consists  of  the  unadjusted  value  added  by  man- 
ufacture plus  the  net  change  in  finished  goods 
and  work-in-process  inventory  between  the 
beginning  and  end  of  the  year  plus  the  value 
added  in  merchandising  activities  of  manufac- 
turing establishments.  (That  is,  the  difference 
between  the  value  and  cost  of  merchandise  sold 
without  further  manufacturing.  )  Value  added 
avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments 


which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
establishments  as  materials  by  others.  For 
most  purposes,  it  is  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  among  industries 
and  geographic  areas. 

Capital  expenditures,  new. --This  figure 
includes,  for  all  manufacturing  plants  in  opera- 
tion in  1958:  expenditures  for  new  structures 
and  additions  (including  major  alterations, 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements)  to  the 
manufacturing  plant,  whether1  on  contract  or  by 
the  plant's  own  work  force;  new  machinery  and 
new  equipment;  and  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements  to  existing  machinery  and  equip- 
ment. Excluded  from  the  new  expenditures 
total  are  those  expenditures  for  "used"  plant 
and  equipment  acquired  from  others,  and 
expenditures  for  land.  In  addition  to  the  capital 
expenditures  at  operating  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments shown  in  this  report,  figures  were 
also  collected  on  expenditures  for  constructing 
and  equipping  new  manufacturing  plants  not  yet 
in  operation  in  1958.

research  laboratories,  storage  warehouses, 
power  plants,  garages,  repair  shops,  etc.  ). 
A  separate  report  was  usually  obtained  for 
each  central  office  or  auxiliary  unit  if  it  was 
located  at  a  different  general  location  from  the 
manufacturing  establishment(s)  served  or  if  it 
serviced  two  or  more  manufacturing  establish- 
ments and  was  not  operated  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  establishment  at  the  same  location. 
Employment  and  payroll  of  central  admin- 
istrative offices  and  auxiliaries  are  included 
in  the  totals    for  the  State.

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GENERAL  STATISTICS  FOR  INDUSTRY  GROUPS 
AND  SELECTED  INDUSTRIES 


This  report  presents  a  summary  of  the 
statistics  which  were  previously  published  in 
the  individual  preliminary  industry  reports. 
The  figures    are    based    on    the    results    of 

preliminary  tabulations  from  the  1958  Census 
of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  The  sum- 
mary statistics  shown  in  this  report  were 
compiled  from  data  that  were  more  intensively 
reviewed  than  figures  appearing  in  summary 
and  State  reports  previously  issued.  There- 
fore, there  are  some  differences  between  the 
figures  in  this  report  and  those  previously 
issued  but  in  most  cases  these  differences 
are  not  statistically  significant.  In  some 
industries  substantial  revisions  were  made. 
Included  are  1958  figures  on  number  of  em- 
ployees; total  payroll;  value  added  by  manufac- 
ture; new  capital  expenditures;  and  number  of 
establishments  with  20  or  more  employees. 
Comparable  statistics  on  employment  and 
value  added  are  shown  for  1954,  when  the  last 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  taken.  In  some 
instances  minor  revisions  were  made  to  the 
1954  figures.  No  adjustments  have  been  made 
in  the  payroll,  value  added  by  manufacture, 
and  capital  expenditure  figures  for  changes  in 
price  levels  or  wage  rates  between  1958  and 
1954. 


The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  such  census  of  the  United  States 
since  1809.  For  1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly 
with  the  Censuses  of  Business  (Wholesale, 
Retail,  and  Services)  and  Mineral  Industries, 
covering  continental  United  States,  Alaska,  and 
Hawaii.  Separate  Censuses  of  Manufactures 
and  Business  for  1958  were  also  conducted  in 
Puerto  Rico.  Present  legislation  (Title  13  of 
the  United  States  Code)  provides  for  a  Census 
of  Manufactures  every  five  years,  with  the 
next  one  scheduled  to  cover  1963.  In  addition 
to  the  1954  and  1958  Censuses  of  Manufactures, 
the   law    authorized    annual    sample    surveys    to 


be  conducted  in  interim  years.  For  the  years 
1955  through  1957,  figures  comparable  with 
those  shown  in  this  publication  are  available. 

INDUSTRY  CLASSIFICATION 

In  the  Census  of  Manufactures,  figures 
are  collected  from  each  manufacturing  estab- 
lishment engaged  in  the  mechanical  or  chemical 
transformation  of  materials  into  new  products. 
A  manufacturing  establishment  usually  con- 
sists of  a  single  physical  location  where  such 
industrial  operations  are  performed;  for 
example,  a  factory,  mill,  or  plant.  Each 
establishment  is  classified  in  a  particular 
industry,  according  to  the  Standard  Industrial 
Classification  system,  generally  on  the  basis 
of  the  value  of  the  principal  products  it  pro- 
duces. As  the  general  statistics  (employment, 
payroll,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole,  the  aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an 
industry  reflect  not  only  the  primary  production 
activities  of  the  establishments  classified  in 
that  industry,  but  also  their  manufacture  of 
secondary  products  (regarded  as  primary  to 
other  industries)  and  receipts  for  their  other 
activities  (contract  work  on  materials  owned 
by  others,  repair  work,  etc.).  The  extent  to 
which  plants  classified  in  an  industry  "special- 
ize" in  making  products  regarded  as  primary 
to  that  industry  are  shown  in  the  preliminary 
industry  report,  and  will  also  be  included  in 
the  final  reports. 

This  report  and  all  other  preliminary 
reports  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
series  are  based  upon  the  1945  Standard  Indus- 
trail  Classification  Manual  definitions  of 
Industries.  The  final  industry  reports  will 
include  industry  statistics  classified  according 
to  the  new  1957  edition  of  the  Standard  Indus- 
trial Classification  Manual  (SIC).  In  the 
manufacturing  sector,  the  1957  SIC  includes 
extensive  revisions  of  industry  definitions. 
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PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

The  general  statistics  for  each  industry, 
distributed  by  region  and  State,  as  well  as 
figures  on  individual  products  of  the  industry, 
appear  in  the  Preliminary  Industry  Reports, 
Series  MC(P)-20A  through  MC(P)-39E.  Most 
of  these  industry  reports  were  published  in  the 
first  quarter  of  I960.  More  detailed  figures 
for  each  industry  will  appear  in  the  final 
Industry  Reports  which  will  be  published 
during  the  fall  of  I960.  Preliminary  reports 
for  States,  including  standard  metropolitan 
statistical  areas  and  counties,  have  been  issued 
(Series  MC(P)-S1  through  .MC(P)-S49).  Final 
area  reports  are  scheduled  for  publication 
toward  the  end  of  I960.  Order  forms  which 
list  these  reports  and  their  prices  may  be 
obtained  from  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Offices  or  by  writing  to: 
Bureau  of  the  Census,    Washington  25,    D.    C. 


EXPLANATION  OF  TERMS 


All  Employees: 

Number . --This  item  includes  all  pro- 
duction and  related  workers,  force-account 
construction  workers,  and  all  nonproduction 
personnel  of  manufacturing  establishments. 
The  1958  figures  are  an  average  of  reported 
employment  totals  for  the  payroll  period  ended 
nearest  the  15th  of  March,  May,  August,  and 
November. 


Payroll.  --This  total  includes  all  forms 
of  compensation  (salaries,  wages,  commis- 
sions, bonuses,  vacation  pay,  and  other 
remuneration)  paid  during  the  year  to  all  em- 
ployees of  the  establishment.  Payroll  "  is 
reported  before  deductions  for  Social  Security, 
income  tax,   group  insurance,   union  dues,    etc. 


Production  Workers: 


Number. --This  number  includes  all 
workers  (up  through  the  working  foreman  level) 
engaged  in  fabricating,  processing,  assembling, 
inspection,  receiving,  storage,  handling, 
packing,  warehousing,  shipping  (but  not 
delivery),  maintenance,  repair,  janitorial,  and 
watchman  services,  product  development, 
auxiliary  production  for  plant's  cwn  use  (e.g.  , 
power  plant),  record  keeping,  and  other 
services  closely  associated  with  these  produc- 
tion operations;    it   excludes    supervisory   em- 


ployees above  the  working  foreman  level, 
force-account  construction  workers,  and  all 
other  nonproduction  personnel  of  manufacturing 
establishments. 


Man-hours. --This     total     includes     all 


"plant  man-hours"  of  production  and  related 
workers.  It  consists  of  all  man-hours  worked 
or  paid  for  in  1958,  except  hours  paid  for 
vacations,  holidays,  or  sick  leave,  when  the 
employee  was  not  at  the  plant.  The  figure 
includes  actual  overtime  hours,  not  straight- 
time  equivalent  hours. 


Wages.  --This  item  consists  of  that 
portion  of  the  payroll  (as  defined  above)  paid 
to  production  workers  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments. 


Value  Added  by  Manufacture: 

The  unadjusted  value  added  is  derived 
by  subtracting  the  cost  of  raw  materials,  semi- 
manufactured parts  and  components,  supplies, 
fuels,  purchased  electric  energy,  and  contract 
work  from  the  value  of  shipments  of  manufac- 
turing establishments  in  each  industry. 
Adjusted  value  added  which  is  also  shown  in 
this  report  consists  of  the  unadjusted  value 
added  by  manufacture  plus  the  net  change  in 
finished  goods  and  work-in-process  inventory 
between  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year  plus 
the  value  added  in  merchandising  activities  of 
manufacturing  establishments.  (That  is,  the 
difference  between  the  value  and  cost  of 
merchandise  sold  without  further  manufac- 
turing. )  Value  added  avoids  the  duplication  in 
the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  establishments  as 
materials  by  others.  For  most  purposes,  it 
is  the  best  value  measure  available  for  com- 
paring the  relative  economic  importance  of 
manufacturing  among  industries  and  geo- 
graphic areas. 


Value  of  Shipments: 

This  figure  represents  net  selling  value, 
f.  o.b.  plant,  after  discounts  and  allowances, 
of  all  shipments  .of  products  from  manufactur- 
ing establishments  of  an  industry  in  1958, 
plus  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities  of 
s^ich  plants;  it  excludes  freight  charges  and 
excise  taxes.  Products  transferred  to  other 
establishments   of  the    same  company  (such  as 
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other  manufacturing  plants,  separate  sales 
branches,  or  retail  dealers)  are  valued  at  the 
nearest  approximation  to  the  commercial 
selling  value,  f.  o.b.  plant,  and  not  at  the  cost 
of  production.  It  should  be  noted  that,  for 
establishments  classified  in  a  given  industry, 
the  value  of  shipments  includes  not  only  (a) 
their  value  of  products  "primary"  to  the 
industry,  but  also  (b) their  value  of  "secondary" 
products  (which  are  primary  to  other  indus- 
tries), and  (c)  their  "miscellaneous  receipts" 
for  repair  work,  sale  of  scrap,  installation 
of  own  products,  receipts  for  contract  work, 
etc.  Also  included  in  the  value  of  shipments 
are  sales  of  products  bought  and  resold  in  the 
same  condition.  In  earlier  Censuses  such 
receipts  for  merchandising  activities  were 
omitted  from  total  value  of  shipments. 

It  should  be  noted  that  a  summation  of 
industry  value  of  shipments  figures  to  industry 
group  totals  would  result  in  large  and  unknown 
amounts  of  duplication,  owing  to  the  addition 
of  shipments  reported  by  related  industries 
engaged  in  successive  fabrication  stages  in  the 
production  of  finished  manufactured  products. 
This  duplication  is  not  significant  within  indi- 
vidual industries,  except  for  a  few  important 
exceptions  for  which  value  of  shipments  is  not 
shown  in  the  accompanying  table. 


Capital  Expenditures,    New: 

This  figure  includes,  for  all  manufac- 
turing plants  in  operation  in  1958:  expenditures 
for  new  structures  and  additions  (including 
major  alterations,  capitalized  repairs  and 
improvements)  to  the  manufacturing  plant, 
whether  on  contract  or  by  the  plant's  own  work 
force;  new  machinery  and  new  equipment;  and 
capitalized  repairs  and  improvements  to  exist- 
ing machinery  and  equipment.  Excluded  from 
the  new  expenditures  total  are  those  expendi- 
tures for  "used"  plant  and  equipment  acquired 
from  others,  and  expenditures  for  land.  In 
addition  to  the  capital  expenditures  at  operating 


manufacturing  establishments  shown  in  this 
report,  figures  were  also  collected  on  expendi- 
tures for  constructing  and  equipping  new  manu- 
facturing plants  not  yet  in  operation  in  1958. 
Such  expenditures  will  be  included  in  later 
publications  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures. 


Establishments  (plants)  : 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees 
are  excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  Census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated 
by  single  establishment  companies.  A  single 
report  was  obtained  from  such  companies. 
Firms  operating  more  than  one  establishment 
were  required  to  submit  a  report  for  each 
separate  location.  Alsp,  companies  engaged 
in  distinctly  different  lines  of  activity  at  one 
location  submitted  separate  reports  if  the  com- 
pany reports  permitted  such  a  separation  and 
if  the  separate  activities  were  substantial  in 
size. 


Administrative  and  Auxiliary  Units: 

In  addition  to  the  employment  and  pay- 
roll reported  for  operating  manufacturing 
establishments,  manufacturing        concerns 

ordinarily  reported  separately  for  central 
administrative  offices  or  auxiliary  units  which 
service  the  manufacturing  establishments  of  a 
company  (e.  g.  ,  research  laboratories,  storage 
warehouses,  power  plants,  garages,  repair 
shops,  etc.  ).  A  separate  report  was  usually 
obtained  for  each  central  office  or  auxiliary 
unit  if  it  was  located  at  a  different  general 
location  from  the  manufacturing  establish- 
ment(s)  served  or  if  it  serviced  two  or  more 
manufacturing  establishments  and  was  not 
operated  as  an  integral  part  of  the  establish- 
ment at  the  same  location.

During  1958,  manufacturers  In  Poultry 
Dressing  Plants  shipped  products  valued  at  $1,713 
mlllian,  an  Increase  of  28  percent  over  1954, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  an 
increase  of  22  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  56.2  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Ad- 
justed value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $276  million  in  1958,  an  Increase  of 
33  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 
was  taken.  Adjusted  value  added  is  derived  by 


subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc., 
from  value  of  shipments  and  adding  the  net  change 
in  finished  product  and  work-in-process  inventory 
It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  ship- 
ments which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of 
some  manufacturing  establishments  as  materials 
by  others,  and  is  far  most  purposes,  the  best 
value  measure  available  for  comparing  the  rela- 
tive economic  importance  of  manufacturing  indus- 
tries or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments  have 
been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in  this  re- 
part  for  changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to 
1958.

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  Industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appear- 
ing in  table  3,  Indicates  that  $1,555  million  of 
dressed  poultry  products  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$1,506  million,  or  97  percent  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2015,  Poultry 
Dressing  Plants,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3;  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
US.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industiy  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  I958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

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MEAT  PACKING  PLANTS  AND  PREPARED  MEATS  INDUSTRIES 

(Industry  Codes  2011  and  2013 — SIC  system  in  use  through  1957) 

(Advance  information  on  industries  and  products  covered  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures. This  report  will  be  superseded  by  a  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  final  report 
which,  in  turn,  will  be  included  in  Volume  II,  Industry  Statistics. ) 


This  report  shows  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures statistics  for  establishments  classified 
into  each  of  the  following  industries:  2011, 
Meat  Packing  Plants,  and  2013,  Prepared  Meats. 

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  Industry 
2011,  Meat  Packing  shipped  products  value  at 
$12,012  million,  an  increase  of  17  percent  over 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  However,  average  employment  in  this 
industry  showed  a  decrease  of  7  percent  from 
1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  203.9  thousand  em* « 
ployees  in  1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by  Manu- 
facture in  the  industry  amounted  to  &L,  749  million 
in  1958,  an  increase  of  25  percent  from  1954  when 
the  previous  census  was  taken.  Adjusted  value 
added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments 
and  adding  the  net  change  in  finished  product  and 
work-in-process  inventories.  It  avoids  the 
duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made 
in  the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958. 


Manufacturers  in  industry  2013, Prepared 
Meats  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at  $1,991 


million,  an  increase  of  29  percent  over  1954. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  increased  8 
percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  48.4 
thousand  employees.  Adjusted  value  added  by 
manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $453 
million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  36  percent  from 
1954. 

This  report  does  not  include  figures 
for  administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages, 
or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

Industries  2011  and  2013  are  similar 
in  many  respects  and  for  some  purposes  should  be 
viewed  as  one  industry.  Prepared  meats  (smoked 
meats,  sausage,  canned  meats,  etc.  )  are  produced 
by  each  industry;  fresh  meats,  especially  primal 
cuts  and  variety  meats  are  shipped  by  each.  The 
distinguishing  characteristic  of  Industry  2011 
is  the  slaughtering  of  livestock,  and  of  Industry 
2013  the  use  of  purchased  meat  material.  Nearly 
all  of  the  fresh  meat  used  as  a  raw  material 
by  plants  in  Industry  2013  is  supplied  by  plants 
in  Industry  2011;  in  addition,  a  considerable 
volume  of  fresh  meat  material  is  sold  or  trans- 
ferred between  plants  in  Industry  2011  for  use 
in  further  processing. 

Because  of  these  interplant  sales  and 
transfers,  aggregates  of  the  value  of  shipments 
and  cost  of  materials  far  Industry  2011  separately, 
or  for  Industries  2011  and  2013  combined,  include 
a  substantial  amount  of  duplication. 
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Industry  2011,  Meat  Packing  Plants, 
comprises  establishments  primarily  engages  in  the 
slaughtering  (for  their  own  account,  or  on  a 
contract  basis  for  the  trade)  of  cattle,  hogs, 
sheep,  lambs,  calves,  and  other  animals,  except 
small  game,  for  meat  to  be  sold  fresh  or  to  be 
used  on  the  same  premises  in  canning  anri  curing, 
and  in  making  sausage,  lard,  and  other  products. 
Important  products  of  this  industry  include  fresh 
and  frozen  meat  (beef,  veal,  mutton,  lamb,  and 
pork),  canned  beef,  pork  and  other  meat  goods, 
sausage  and  lard.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  killing,  dressing  and  packing  poultry 
rabbits  and  other  small  game  are  included  in 
Industry  2015,  Poultry  Dressing;  canned  poultry 
in  Industry  2033,  Canning  and  Preserving,  and 
dog  and  cat  food  in  Industry  2042,  Prepared 
Animal  Feeds. 

Some  slaughtering  operations  are  con- 
ducted in  establishments  which  (are  not  included  in 
the  Census  of  Manufactures,  such  as  those  chiefly 
engaged  in  wholesale  or  retail  trade,  looker 
plant  services,  etc.  A  check  of  the  1954  Census 
of  Manufactures  records  with  those  of  the  U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  indicated  that  the 
Jtensus  of  Manufactures  included  about  90l  percent 
of  the  volume  of  commercial  livestock  slaughter. | 

Industry  2013,  Prepared  Meats,  comprises 
establishments  primarily  engaged  in  aamuf acturing 
sausages,  prepared  meats,  and  meat  specialties, 
but  not  slaughtering  livestock.  Included  in  this 
industry  are  sausage  or  meat  kitchens  operated  by 
packing  houses  as  separate  establishments  and 
establishments  primarily  engaged  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  sausage  casings. 

A  considerable  volume  of  prepared  meats 
are  produced  in  manufacturers '  wholesale  branches 
that  are  primarily  engaged  in  the  wholesale  dis- 
tribution of  meat,  and  therefore  classified  as 
wholesale  establishments  in  the  1958  Censuses. 
Production  of  prepared  meats  in  wholesale  branches 
will  be  shown  in  the  final  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures report  for  this  industry. 

Prepared  meats  manufactured  in  retail 
and  independent  wholesale  establishments  are  not 
Included  in  the  Census  of  Manufactures  statistics 
The  volume  of  prepared  meats  manufactured  in  such 
establishments  was  not  measured  in  the  1958 
Census . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  1945 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines-  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 


The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

YALDE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Industries  2011  and 
2013  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  fchich  are 
primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  or  products, 
etc. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  industry,  should 
be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total  value  of 
primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped  by  all 
producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing  in  table 
3,  indicates  that  $9,117  million  of  fresh  meats 
and  $4,182  million  of  prepared  meats  and  sausage 
casings  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products . 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
( contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.)  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  In  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment, " 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  wijLl  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 


The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Fluid  Milk  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
$6,213  million,  an  increase  of  28  percent  over 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  8  percent  from  1954-  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  206.6  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to  $1,939  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  28  percent  from  1954  when  the 
previous  census  was  taken.  Adjusted  value  added 


is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments  and  adding 
the  net  change  in  finish  goods  and  work-in- 
process  inventory.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in 
the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  same  manufacturing  establish- 
ments as  materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most 
purposes,  the  best  value  measure  available  for 
comparing  the  relative  economic  importance  of 
manufacturing  industries  or  geographic  areas. 
No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the  money  fig- 
ures shown  in  this  report  for  changes  in  price 
levels  from  1954  to  1958.

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The  Fluid  Milk  Industry  includes  es- 
tablishments engaged  primarily  in  processing 
(i.e.  pastuerizing,  homogenizing,  vitaminizing, 
bottling)  and  distributing  fluid  milk.  Although 
an  effort  is  made  in  the  Census  of  Manufactures 
to  include  all  pastuerizing  and  bottling  plants, 
some  fluid  milk  is  bottled  on  farms  or  by  retail 
milk  distributors.  A  comparison  of  the  1954 
Census  figures  on  the  production  of  fluid  milk 
with  estimates  by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agri- 
culture of  non-farm  consumption  of  fluid  milk 
indicated  that  the  Census  included  about  75  per- 
cent of  total  fluid  milk  production  in  that  year. 
In  1958,  special  efforts  were  made  to  secure  re- 
ports from  plants  not  Included  in  the  Census  of 
Manufactures  in  1954.  As  a  result,  the  1958 
Census  appears  to  include  plants  accounting  for 
between  85  percent  and  90  percent  of  the  total 
bottled  fluid  milk  production.  A  more  detailed 
description  of  the  limitations  of  Census  of  Manu- 
factures data  and  the  methods  used  to  improve 
these  data  will  be  given  In  the  final  bulletin 
for  Industry  2027. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  !fenufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Fluid  Milk  In- 
dustry consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscel- 
laneous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 


the  Fluid  Milk  Industry  amounted  to  $6,213  mil- 
lion. Of  this  total,  $4,811  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $920  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $482 
million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activi- 
ties. The  industry  shipments  of  primary  products 
represented  84  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .  The 
1954  ratio  was  82  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $5,101  million  of 
fluid  milk  and  cream  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $4,811 
million,  or  94  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2027,  Fluid  Milk,  while 
the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in-

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Cured  Fish  Industry  produced  products  valued  at

by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  17  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  2.0  thousand  employees  in 
1958.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Pickles  and  Sauces  Industry  made  products  valued 
at  $64-2  million,  an  increase  of  28  percent  over 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  4  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  22.8  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $200  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
40  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  production.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  production  which  results  from  the  use 
of  products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments 
as  materials  by  others, and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufac- 
turing industries  or  geographic  areas.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size.

VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Pickles  and 
Sauces  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  products 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Pickles  and  Sauces  Industry  amounted  to 
$64-2  million.  Of  this  total,  14-90  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $130  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$22  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  ac- 
tivities. The  industry  production  of  primary 
products  represented  79  percent  of  the  total 
value  of  products  (primary  and  secondary).  The 
1954-  ratio  was  80  percent. 


The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $669  mil- 
lion of  pickles,  sauces  and  salad  dressings  was 
made  by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of 
this  total,  $491  million,  or  73  percent,  was 
made  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2035, 
Pickles  and  Sauces,  while  the  remainder  was  made 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole .  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production, "  as  well  as  the 
various  statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months .

Of  this  total,  about  90  percent  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry;  the  balance 
consisted  of  products  primary  to  other  indus- 
tries, and  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities. 

The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  made 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $2,770  million  of 
canned  fruits,  vegetables,  and  specialties  were 
made  by  all  producers  of  these  products .  Of 
this  total,  about  95  percent  was  made  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2033,  Canned  Fruits  and 
Vegetables,  while  the  remainder  was  made  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  production, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the 'production  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty -seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  I958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  I96I+ 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Canned  Seafood  Industry  processed  products 
valued  at  $271  million,  an  increase  of  2  percent 
over  195^,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  I958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  16  percent  from  195*-  to  1958 
to  a  total  of  12.6  thousand  employees  in  1958. 
Adjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  in- 
dustry amounted  to  $87  million  in  1958,  a  decrease 
of  7  percent  from  195^  when  the  previous  census 
was  taken.   Adjusted  value  added  is  derived  by 


subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc., 
from  value  of  products  made  and  adding  the  net 
change  in  work-in -process  inventory.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  production  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas .  No  adjustments  have  been  made 
in  the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  195^  to  1958.

The  Canned  Seafood  Industry  includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  cooking  and 
canning  fish,  shrimp,  oysters,  clams,  and  other 
seafoods .  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
shucking  and  packing  fresh  oysters  in  non- 
sealed  containers,  or  freezing  and  packing  fresh 
fish  are  included  in  Industry  2036,  Packaged 
Seafoods.  For  a  detailed  list  of  products  pri- 
mary to  Industry  2031,  refer  to  table  3.  This 
report  does  not  include  figures  for  administra- 
tive offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing 
establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so," companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  Industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^«  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 


VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

Because  of  the  difficulty  of  securing 
adequate  figures  on  shipments  from  establishments 
in  this  industry,  value  of  production  was 
requested  in  the  1958  and  195^  Census  of  Manu- 
factures . 

The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Canned  Seafood 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscel- 
laneous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  production 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 


in  the  Canned  Seafood  Industry  amounted  to  $271 
million.  The  industry  production  of  primary 
products  represented  approximately  90  percent  of 
the  total  processed  products  (primary  and 
secondary).  The  195^  ratio  was  96  percent. 

The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  products 
processed  by  and  miscellaneous  receipts  of  estab- 
lishments classified  in  the  industry,  should  be 
clearly  distinguished  from  the  total  value  of 
primary  products  of  the  industry  processed  by 
all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $270  million  of 
canned  seafoods  were  processed  by  all  producers 
of  these  products .  Of  this  total,  approximately 
90  percent  were  processed  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  2031,  Canned  Seafood,  while  the 
remainder  was  processed  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  materials,  value  of  production, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  In  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table

Average  employment  in  this  industry 
shored  an  increase  of  45  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  17.7  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to  $82  million  in  1958,  an 
increase  of  73  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous 
census  was  taken.

300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Frozen  Fruits 
and  Vegetables  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  indus- 
try, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Frozen  Fruits  and  Vegetables 
Industry  amounted  to  $690  million.  Of  this 
total,  $519  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  114-0  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $31  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry 
shipments  of  primary  products  represented  79 
percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product  ship- 
ments (primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954-  ratio 
'nas   88  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3  indicates  that  $607  million  of  frozen 
fruits  and  vegetables  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $519 
million,  or  86  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2037,  Frozen  Fruits  and 
Vegetables,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8l0 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

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The  Rice  Milling  Industry  includes  es- 
tablishments engaged  primarily  in  cleaning  and 
polishing  rice.  The  important  products  of  this 
industry  include  milled  rice  (including  polished 
rice),  brewers  rice.,  and  rice  bran.  This  report 
does  not  include  figures  for  administrative  of- 
fices, warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary 
units  which  service  manufacturing  establishments.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Rice  Milling 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries^,  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Rice  Milling  Industry  amounted  to  $325  mil- 
lion. Of  this  total,  $290  million  were  products 
primary  to  the  industry,  $4  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  other  industries,  and  $31  mil- 
lion were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities. 
The  industry  shipments  of  primary  products  rep- 
resented 99  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The 
195^  ratio  was  99  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in   the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $291  million 
of  milled  rice  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of 
these  products.  Of  this  total,  $290  million,  or 
virtually  100  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  20^,  Rice  milling,  while 
the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Industry  2041,  Flour  and  Meal,  shipped  products 
valued  at  $2,094  million,  an  increase  of  5  per- 
cent over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  2  percent  from  1954  to  1958 
to  a  total  of  28.3  thousand  employees  in  1958.

It  avoids  the  duplication  in 
the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  manufacturing  establish- 
ments as  materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most 
purposes,  the  best  value  measure  available  for 
comparing  the  relative  economic  importance  of 
manufacturing  industries  or  geographic  areas.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Flour  and  Meal  and 
Flour  Mix  Industries  consisted  not  only  of  prod- 
ucts described  above  as  primary  to  the  indus- 
tries, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Flour  and  Meal  Industry  amounted 
to  $2,0%  million.  Of  this  total,  $1,836  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry  including 
flour  mixes  made  in  these  establishments,  $128 
million  were  products  primary  to  other  indus- 
tries, and  $130  million  were  receipts  for  mis- 
cellaneous activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  93  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (primary 
and  secondary).   The  1954-  ratio  was  94-  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  in  the 
Flour  Mixes  Industry  amounted  to  $273  million. 
Of  this  total,  $178  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry,  $80  million  were  products  pri- 
mary to  other  industries,  and  $15  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  in- 
dustry shipments  of  primary  products  represented 
69  percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product 


shipments   (primary  and  secondary).  The 
ratio  was  71  percent.

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,683  million  of 
flour  and  meal  products  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $1,584 
million,  or  82  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2041,  Flour  and  Meal, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries .  Flour  mixes  valued 
at  $471  million  were  shipped  by  all  producers; 
establishments  classified  in  Industry  20^5 
accounted  for  $178  million  or  38  percent  of  all 
flour  mixes  shipped. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  I958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

(Industry  Code  2042— SIC  system  in  use  through  1957) 
(Advance  information  on  industries  and  products  covered  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures. This  report  will  be  superseded  by  a  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  final  report 
which,  in  turn,  will  be  included  in  Volume  II,  Industry  Statistics.  ) 


During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Prepared  Animal  Feeds  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $3,234  million,  an  increase  of  8  per- 
cent over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  5  percent  from  1954  to  1958 
to  a  total  of  57.0  thousand  employees  in  1958. 
Adjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  in- 
dustry amounted  to  $799  million  in  1958,  an  in- 
crease of  27  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous 
census  was  taken.  Adjusted  value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 


graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958. 

The  Prepared  Animal  Feeds  Industry 
includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  prepared  feeds  for  animals  and 
fowls.  Prepared  feeds  include  those  made  from 
milled  grains;  animal,  marine,  and  vegetable 
proteins;  alfalfa  meals,  bone  meal,  calcium  car- 
bonate, manganese,  and  other  mineral  supplements; 
fish  liver  oils,  distillers'  solubles,  and  other 
vitamin  supplements.  Mills  primarily  engaged 
in  cracking  grain  and  preparing  stock  dry  feeds 
are  classified  in  Industry  2041.  Mills  primarily 
engaged  in  custom  grinding  of  feeds  or  other 
agricultural  services  are  excluded  from  the 
Census  of  Manufactures.  This  report  does  not 
include  figures  for  administrative  of f ices,  ware- 
houses, garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which 
service  manufacturing  establishments.

1958   CENSUS   OF   MANUFACTURES 


Substantial  quantities  of  prepared 
feeds  are  mixed  at  locations  which  are  not  in- 
cluded in  the  Census  of  Manufactures,  such  as 
grain  elevators,  custom  or  grist  mills,  farm 
supply  stores,  chick  hatcheries,  commercial 
broiler  raising  establishments,  cattle  feeding 
operations,  etc.  Comparison  of  the  figures  con- 
tained in  this  report  with  estimates  from  other 
sources  such  as  the  American  Feed  Manufactures 
Association  indicates  that  the  manufacturing 
plants  account  for  about  80$  of  the  total  feeds 
mixed  in  the  United  States. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Prepared  Animal  Feeds 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  prod- 
ucts, etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Prepared  Animal  Feeds  Industry  amounted  to 
$3,234  million.  Of  this  total,  $2,822  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $383  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $29  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.   The  industry  shipments  of  primary 


products  represented  95  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).  The  1954  ratio  was  95  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $3,092  million  of 
prepared  animal  feeds  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $2,822 
million,  or  91  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2042,  Prepared  Animal 
Feeds,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Biscuit  and  Crackers  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $952  million,  an  increase  of  18  per- 
cent over  1954- ,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  indus- 
try showed  a  decrease  of  4-  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  4-2.8  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to  $505  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  .20  percent  from  1954  when  the 
previous  census  was  taken.  Adjusted  value  added 


is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of  shipments  and  adding 
the  net  change  in  finished  product  and  work-in- 
process  inventory.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in 
the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  manufacturing  establish- 
ments as  materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most 
purposes,  the  best  value  measure  available  for 
comparing  the  relative  economic  importance  of 
manufacturing  industries  or  geographic  areas.

The  Biscuit  and  Crackers  Industry  in- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  biscuits (except  raised  biscuits), 
crackers,  sponge  goods,  dry  sveet  goods,  machine 
made  cookies,  pretzels,  and  similar  "dry"  bakery 
products.  This  report  does  not  include  figures 
for  administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages, 
or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  194 5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195*+.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

Tae  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Biscuit  and 
Crackers  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products ,  etc .  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Biscuit  and  Crackers  Industry  amounted  to 
$952  million.  Of  this  total,  $883  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $31  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$38  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  ac- 
tivities. The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  96  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary) .  The  195^  ratio  was  97  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $938  million 
of  biscuits,  crackers,  and  pretzels  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this 
total,  $883  million  or  ^h  percent,  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2052,  Biscuits 
and  Crackers,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGBAM  AMD  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1956,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196^ 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  f ivei 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964. 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Raw 
Cane  Sugar  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
$72  million,  an  increase  of  12  percent  over 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  3  percent  from  1954-  to  1958 
to  a  total  of  3.0  thousand  employees  in  1958. 
Adjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  in- 
dustry amounted  to  $21  million  in  1958,  an 
increase  of  35  percent  from  1954  when  the  pre- 
vious census  was  taken.  Adjusted  value  added  is 


derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments  and  adding 
the  net  change  in  finished  product  and  work-in- 
process  inventory.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in 
the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the

The  Raw  Cane  Sugar  Industry  includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  manu- 
facture of  raw  sugar,  sirup,  or  finished  (gran- 
ulated or  classified)  cane  sugar  from  sugar 
canes.  This  report  does  not  include  figures  for 
administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or 
other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are. 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Raw  Cane  Sugar 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  de- 
scribed above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Raw  Cane  Sugar  Industry  amounted  to  $72 
million.  The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $70-9  million

The  Cane-  Sugar  Refinery  Industry  in- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  refined  purchased  raw  cane  sugar 
and  sugar  sirup.  This  report  does  not  include 
figures  for  administrative  offices,  warehouses, 
garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service 
manufacturing  establishments.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.

300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Cane- Sugar  Refin- 
ing Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Cane- Sugar  Refining  Industry  amounted  to 
$997  million.  The  total  value  of  shipments  for 
the  industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  re- 
ceipts of  establishments  classified  in  the  in- 
dustry, should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the 
total  value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 


ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

Average  employment  in  this 
industry  showed  a  decrease  of  2  percent  from  1954 
to  1958  to  a  total  of  8.3  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to  $133  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  55  percent  from  1954when  the  pre- 
vious census  was  taken.  Adjusted  value  added  is 


derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments  and  adding 
the  net  change  in  finished  products  and  work-in- 
process  inventories.  It  avoids  the  duplication

The  Chocolate  and  Cocoa  Products  In- 
dustry includes  establishments  engaged  primarily 
in  the  manufacture  of  chocolate  and  cocoa  butter 
from  cocoa  beans  and  in  further  manufacture  of 
cocoa,  solid  chocolate  bars,  and  chocolate  coat- 
ing.

This  report  does  not  include  figures 
for  administrative  offices ,  warehouses ,  garages , 
or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manufac- 
turing establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  194-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC )  Manual  definitions  of  industries .  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies .  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies .  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Chocolate  and 
Cocoa  Products  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries ) , 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resales  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Chocolate  and  Cocoa  Products 
Industry  amounted  to  $448  million.  Of  this  to- 
tal, $439  million  were  products  primary  to  the 


industry,  $6  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $3  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities .  The  industry 
shipments  of  primary  products  represented  99  per- 
cent of  the  total  manufactured  product  shipments 
(primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was  98 
percent . 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $493  million 
of  chocolate  and  cocoa  products  were  shipped  by 
all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$439  million,  or  89  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2072  Chocolate  and 
Cocoa  Products,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others ,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offere'd  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.

Of  this  total, 
$1,111  million,  or  96  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2071,  Confectionery 
Products,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GEMERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports

During  1958.,  manufacturers  in  the  Malt 
Industry  shipped  products  valued  at  $195  million, 
a  decrease  of  k  percent  from  195^  >  according  to 
preliminary  results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census 
of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employ- 
ment in  this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  8 
percent  from  195^  to  1958  to  a  total  of  2. It- 
thousand  employees  in  1958-  Adjusted  value  added 
by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $55 
million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  9  percent  from 
195^-  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.  Adjusted 
value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 


of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments and  the  net  change  in  finished 
products  and  work-in-process  inventory.  It 
avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments 
which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
manufacturing  establishments  as  materials  by 
others,  and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value 
measure  available  for  comparing  the  relative 
economic  importance  of  manufacturing  industries 
or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report 
for  changes  in  price  levels  from  195^  to  1958.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Malt  Industry 
consisted  not  only  of  products  described  above 
as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included 
the  value  of  secondary  products  (which  are 
primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  products, 
etc .  The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  in  the 
Malt  Industry  amounted  to  $195  million.  The 
industry  shipments  of  primary  products  amounting 
to  $182  million  represented  100  percent  of  the 
total  manufactured  product  shipments  (primary 
and  secondary).  The  195^  ratio  was  100  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3>  indicates  that  $185  million 


of  malt  products  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $182  million 
or  98  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  2083,  Malt,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus* 
tries . 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 


More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production, "  as  well  as  the 
various  statistical  items  such  as  "employment, " 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months .  A  series  of  prelim- 
inary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry 
reports  and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25>  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8l0 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963*  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

Of  this  total,  s'>l,403  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  SJ3  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 


and  ^86  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities .  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  virtually  100  percent  of 
total  manufactured  product  shipments  (primary 
and  secondary).  The  195^  ratio  was  98  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3>  indicates  that  $1,415 
million  of  bottled  soft  drinks  were  shipped  by 
all  producers  of  these  products .  Of  this  total, 
!pl,403  million,  or  99  percent  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  208l,  Bottled  Soft 
Drinks,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958  average  employment  in  the 
Wines  and  Brandy  Industry  was  4  percent  higher 
than  In  1954,  reaching  a  total  of  5.9  thousand 
employees. 

Value  of  shipments  and  cost  of  materials 
are  not  shown  for  Industry  2084-  because  they 
both  contain  a  considerable  amount  of  duplication 
resulting  from  the  extensive  transfer  of  wines 
between  establishments. 

Both  finished  and  unfinished  wines  are 
shipped  from  wineries  "in  bond"  to  establish- 
ments which  age  blend,  clarify,  bottle  or  other- 
wise process  the  product,  pay  the  federal  tax 
and  ship  the  finished  wine  to  dealers.  The 
quantity  and  value  of  a  given  lot  of  wine  may 
therefore  be  reported  in  the  census  by  two  or 


more  establishments,  first  in  bond  and  later  as 
tax-paid.  However,  adjusted  value  added  by 
manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $114 
million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  13  percent  from 
1954  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.  Ad- 
justed value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the 
cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of 
shipments  and  adding  the  net  change  in  finished 
products  and  work-in-process  inventory.  It 
avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments 
which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some 
manufacturing  establishments  as  materials  by 
others,  and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value 
measure  available  for  comparing  the  relative 
economic  importance  of  manufacturing  industries 
or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report 
for  changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Distilled  Liquor  Industry  shipped  products  val- 
ued at  $942  million,  an  increase  of  25  percent 
over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  ob- 
tained from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufacturers 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this 
industry  showed  a  decrease  of  5  percent  from 
1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  20.4  thousand  employ- 
ees in  1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by  manufac- 
ture in  the  industry  amounted  to  $462  million  in 
1958,  an  increase  of  13  percent  frcm  1954  when 
the  previous  census  was  taken.

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc. )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

Of  this  total,  $162  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,$5  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$13  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  97  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).  The  1954-  ratio  was  98  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguisnea  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $165  million  of  mac- 
aroni and  spaghetti  products  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total,

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Corn  Wet  Milling 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscel- 
laenous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products ,  etc .  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  .other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Corn  Wet  Milling  Industry  amounted  to 
$529  million.  Of  this  total,  $473  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $49  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$7  million  were  receipts  for   miscellaneous 


activities .  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  91  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).  The  1954  ratio  was  91  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers .  The  latter  figure , 
appearing  in  table  3>  indicates  that  $495  million 
of  Corn  wet  milling  products  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products .  Of  this  total, 
$473  million,  or  96  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2094,  Corn  Wet 
Milling,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries . 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus-

Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies .  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 


The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Food  Prepara- 
tions, N.E.C,  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 


resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Food  Preparations,  N.E.C, 
Industry  amounted  to  33,862  million.  Of  this 
total,  33,^18  million  were  products  primary  to 
the  industry,  $215  million  were  products  primary 
to  other  industries,  and  3229  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The 
industry  shipments  of  primary  products  repre- 
sented $k  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The 
195^  ratio  was  yh   percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3;  indicates  that  33,660  mil- 
lion of  food  preparations ,  n.e.c,  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products .  Of  this 
total,  $3  ,^l8  million,  or  9k  percent,  were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2099, 
Food  Preparations,  N.E.C,  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 
PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  industry 
will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports,  which 
will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at  a 
later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments,"

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Manufactured  Ice  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $156  million,  a  decrease  of  8  percent 
from  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  ob- 
tained from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  con- 
ducted by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  28  percent  from  1954-  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  15.0  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to  $110  million  in  1958,  a 
decrease  of  11  percent  from  1954-  when  the  pre- 
vious census  was  taken.  Adjusted  value  added  is 


derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments  and  adding 
the  change  in  finished  product  and  work-in-pro- 
cess inventory.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in 
the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use 
of  products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments 
as  materials  by  others, and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufac- 
turing industries  or  geographic  areas.

1958   CENSUS   OF  MANUFACTURES 


The  Manufactured  Ice  Industry  includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  ice  for  sale.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  manufacturing  dry  ice  are  classified 
in  Industry  2896,  Compressed  and  Liquified  Gases. 
The  harvesting  and  storage  of  natural  ice  for 
sale  are  classified  in  trade  industries.  This 
report  does  not  include  figures  for  administra- 
tive offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other  aux- 
iliary units  which  service  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Manufactured  Ice 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  de- 
scribed above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 


miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Manufactured  Ice  Industry  amounted  to 
$156  million.  Of  this  total,  $121  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry  and  $35  million 
were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The 
industry  shipments  of  primary  products  repre- 
sented 100  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .  The 
1954  ratio  was  100  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $122  mil- 
lion of  manufactured  ice  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $121 
million,  or  99  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2097,  Manufactured  Ice, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

The  Cigarettes  Industry  includes  es- 
tablishments engaged  primarily  in  the  manufacture 
of  cigarettes.  This  report  does  not  include 
figures  for  administrative  offices,  warehouses, 
garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service 
manufacturing  establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  194-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 


ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.

The  total  value  of  production  for  the

by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $2,137  million  of 
cigarettes  were  made  by  all  producers.  Plants 
classified  in  Industry  2111,  Cigarettes,  ac- 
counted for  virtually  all  of  these  products. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc . ) .

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Chewing  and  Smoking  Tobacco  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $174  million,  an  increase  of 
6  percent  over  1954- ,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  17  percent 
from  1954-  to  1958  to  a  total  of  6.2  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by  man- 
ufacture in  the  industry  amounted  to  $85  million 
in  1958,  an  increase  of  5  percent  from  1954  when 
the  previous  census  was  taken.  Adjusted  value 
added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  ma- 
terials, fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments 
and  adding  the  net  change  in  finished  product 
and  work-in-process  inventory.  It  avoids  the 
duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  re- 
sults from  the  use  of  products  of  same  manufac- 
turing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.

The  Chewing  and  Smoking  Tobacco  Indus- 
try includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in 
the  manufacture  of  chewing  and  smoking  tobacco 
and  snuff.  This  report  does  not  include  figures 
for  administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages, 
or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manufac- 
turing establishments.

statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  Is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1951*.

VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

In  the  1958  and  1954-  Censuses,  pro- 
duction rather  than  shipments  data  were  secured 
from  tobacco  manufacturers,  because  some  large 
manufacturers  stated  that  they  could  not  provide 
accurate  information  on  the  value  of  shipments 
from  their  factories.

1958   CENSUS  OF   MANUFACTURES 


In  reporting  to  the  Census  of  Manu- 
factures, respondents  were  instructed  to  report 
the  gross  value  of  each  product,  f.o.b.  plant, 
exclusive  of  excise  tax.  The  costs  reported  for 
materials  consumed  also  exclude  any  excise  taxes 
paid  on  these  materials.  This  corresponds  to  the 
reporting  methods  followed  in  the  1954  Census. 

All  tobacco  products  manufactured  for 
sale  in  this  country  are  subject  to  a  manufac- 
turers '  excise  tax, except  stemmed  and/or  redried 
leaf  tobacco  products  which,  although  classified 
as  "manufactured"  tobacco  products  in  the  Census, 
are  not  defined  as  "manufactured"  tobacco  prod- 
ucts for  taxation  purposes. 

The  number  of  establishments  reporting 
to  Bureau  of  the  Census  for  the  tobacco  group 
falls  below  the  corresponding  number  shown  in 
the  reports  of  the  Commissioner  of  Internal 
Revenue.  The  difference  is  due  to  the  following 
causes:  (1)  Under  the  licensing  system  of  the 
Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue,  the  same  establish- 
ment may  apply  for  and  report  under  more  • than 
one  license — whereas  in  the  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures such  an  establishment  generally  would  make 
only  one  report.  (2)  A  considerable  number  of 
establishments  licensed  to  manufacture  cigars 
and  smoking  tobacco  sold  all  such  manufactured 
products  at  retail  and,  therefore,  were  not 
covered  by  the  Census  of  Manufactures. 

As  a  result  of  the  quantities  of  chew- 
ing and  smoking  tobacco  and  snuff,  as  shown  in 
this  report,  vary  slightly  from  the  corresponding 
quantities  published  by  the  Bureau  of  Internal 
Revenue.  Although  all  of  these  products  produced 
by  manufacturing  establishments  are  included  in 
the  Census  statistics,  the  small  amounts  pro- 
duced at  retail  or  wholesale  establishments  are 
excluded.  Another  circumstance  that  causes  vari- 
ance from  the  quantities  published  by  the  Bureau 
of  Internal  Revenue  is  the  reporting  to  the 
Census  by  some  establishments  on  a  fiscal  rather 
than  a  calendar  year  basis. 

The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Chewing  and  Smoking 
Tobacco  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  products 
made  and  other  receipts  of  establishments  clas- 
sified in  the  Chewing  and  Smoking  Tobacco  Indus- 
try amounted  to  $174-  million.  Of  this  total, 
$167  million  were  products  primary  to  the  indus- 
try, $5  million  were  products  primary  to  other 
industries,  and  $2  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  value  of 
primary  products  made  represented  97  percent  of 
the  total  value  of  manufactured  products  (primary 
and  secondary).   The  1954-  ratio  was  96  percent. 

The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
made  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $190  mil- 
lion of  chewing  and  smoking  tobacco  were  made  by 
all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$167  million,  or  88  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2131,  Chewing  and 
Smoking  Tobacco,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  production, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809-  F°r 
I958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments and  adding  the  net  change  in  finished 
product  and  work-in-process-inventory.

Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  13  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  15.5  thousand 
employees  in  1958-  Adjusted  value  added  by 
manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $86  mil- 
lion in  1958,  an  increase  of  18  percent  from 
195^  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value 


added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments. 
It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  ship-

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Yarn  Mills, 
Wool,  Except  Carpet  Industry  consisted  not  only 
of  products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Yarn  Mills,  Wool,  Except 
Carpet  Industry  amounted  to  $256  million.

The 
industry  shipments  of  primary  products  repre- 
sented 89  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .  The 
195^  ratio  was  93  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $239  million 
of  yarns  spun  on  the  woolen  and  worsted  system, 
except  carpet  yarns,  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $2l6 
million,  or  9°  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2212,  Yarn  Mills,  Wool, 
Except  Carpet,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc. )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work,  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  in  the 
Finishing  Wool  Textiles  Industry  amounted  to 
$144  million.  This  includes  products  primary  to 
the  industry,  products  primary  to  other  indus- 
tries, and  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities. 
The  basis  for  reporting  of  value  of  shipments 
and  the  related  cost  of  materials  for  the  Fin- 
ishing Wool  Textiles  Industry  differed  in  the 
1958  Census  from  that  used  in  prior  years. 
Prior  to  1958,  plants  finishing  their  own  mate- 
rials (fabric,  yarn,  etc.)  were  requested  to 
delete  the  value  of  the  unfinished  product  from 
both  their  cost  of  materials  and  their  value  of 
shipments.  This,  in  effect,  resulted  in  all 
establishments  in  the  industry  reporting  on  a 
comparable  basis  (i.e.  as  commission  plants). 
However,  beginning  in  1958  plants  finishing  their 
own  materials  included  the  value  of  the  gray 
fabrics  of  other  unfinished  material  in  their 
cost  of  materials  and  reported  the  actual  value 
of  the  finished  product  in  the  value  of  ship- 
ments. Therefore,  the  1958  data  for  Value  of 
Shipments  and  Cost  of  Materials  are  not  compara- 
ble with  information  for  prior  years .  Value 
added  by  manufacture  is  not  affected  by  this 
change . 

PRODUCT  STATISTICS 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  or  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $862  million  of 
woolen  and  worsted  gray  and  finished  fabrics, 
(including  commission  receipts  for  finishing 
fabrics,  yarn,  etc.)  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products . 

The  1954  product  information  is  not 
comparable  with  the  1958  data  and  is  not  shown 
in  table  3.  One  major  reporting  change  for 
establishments   classified  as   Finishing  Wool 


Textiles  is  described  above  under  "Value  of 
Shipments."  In  addition,  in  1954  weaving  mills 
did  not  differentiate  between  shipments  of  gray 
goods  and  finished  goods .  In  1958  separate 
statistics  were  collected  for  each  of  these 
classes  of  woolen  and  worsted  fabrics. 

The  collection  of  the  Census  of  Manu- 
factures data  in  this  way  also  results  in  some 
non-comparability  with  the  data  for  woolen  and 
worsted  fabrics  published  in  the  Census  Bureau's 
Current  Industrial  Reports,  Series  M22T.3.  In 
that  survey,  data  for  cloth  woven  is  reported  in 
thousands  of  finished  linear  yards  by  weaving 
mills .  The  finished  fabrics  data  shown  in  table 
3  of  this  report  includes  information  reported 
by  weaving  mills  that  finish  fabrics ,  and  in- 
formation reported  by  finishing  plants  that  do 
no  weaving. 

As  the  reporting  changes  noted  above 
do  not  affect  the  information  shown  in  the 
Current  Industrial  reports  the  data  published  in 
those  reports  are  comparable  for  1958  and  1954 
as  well  as  other  years. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc. )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  Narrow- 
Fabrics  Mills  shipped  products  valued  at  $299 
million,  an  increase  of  14  percent  over  195-4, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  a  de- 
crease of  5  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total 
of  24.5  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Adjusted 
value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $142  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
14  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufac- 
turing industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  ad- 
justments have  been  made  in  the  money  figures 
shown  in  this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels 
from  1954  to  1958.

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 


VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  as  Narrow  Fabrics  Mills 
consisted  not  only  of  products  described  above 
as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included 
the  value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  pri- 
mary in  other  industries ) ,  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  products, 
etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  as  Narrow 
Fabrics  Mills  amounted  to  $299  million.  Of  this 
total,  $267  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $17  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $15  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry 
shipments  of  primary  products  represented  9h 
percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product  ship- 
ments (primary  and  secondary) .  The  195^  ratio 
was  96  percent. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $276  million 
of  narrow  fabrics  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $267  million, 
or  97  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  22hl,  Narrow  Fabrics  Mills,  while 
the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Yarn 
Mills,  Cotton  System,  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $1,158  million,  an  increase  of  12  per- 
cent over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census ,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  indus- 
try showed  a  decrease  of  11  percent  from  195-4  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  76.1  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to  $338  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  17  percent  frcan  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  de- 
rived by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of  shipments .  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

1958   CENSUS   OF   MANUFACTURES 


The  Yarn  Mills,  Cotton  System,  Indus try 
includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
spinning  of  yarn  on  the  cotton  or  silk  systems 
from  cotton,  wool,  silk,  rayon,  or  other  man- 
made  staple  fibers,  or  in  the  manufacture  of 
tire  cord  and  fabric.  Establishments  engaged 
primarily  in  twisting,  winding,  plying,  or  spool- 
ing of  spun  yarns  are  also  included  in  this  in- 
dustry. This  report  does  not  include  figures 
for  administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages, 
or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  1945 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classification 
(SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  However, 
Census  Industry  2224  represents  a  part  of  the 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  Industry  2221 
data  for  the  remainder  of  S.I.C.  Industry  2221 
are  published  as  Census  Industry  2212  "Yarn  Mills , 
Wool,  Except  Carpet."  The  final  industry  reports 
will  include  industry  statistics  classified  ac- 
cording to  the  1957  edition  of  the  SIC  Manual 
which  includes  extensive  revisions  of  industry 
definitions  in  the  manufacturing  sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  I958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^«  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Yarn  Mills,  Cotton 
System,  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Yarn  Mills,  Cotton  System,  Industry 
amounted  to  $1,158  million.  Of  this  total, 
$1,068  million  were  products  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, $76  million  were  products  primary  to 


other  industries,  and  $14  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities .  The  industry  ship- 
ments of  primary  products  represented  93  percent 
of  the  total  manufactured  product  shipments 
(primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was  95 
percent . 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  industry,  should 
be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total  value  of 
primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped  by  all 
producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing  in  table 
3,  indicates  that  $1,243  million  of  cotton  and 
silk  system  yarns  and  tire  cord  and  tire  fabrics 
were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products. 
Of  this  total,  $1,068  million,  or  85  percent, 
were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry 
2224,  Yarn  Mills,  Cotton  System,  while  the  re- 
mainder was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

.  PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  industry 
will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports,  which 
will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at  a 
later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
"secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  various 
statistical  items  such  as  "employment, "  "value 
added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and  final 
reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  prelim- 
inary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
totals  for  each  State  are  being  issued.  Final 
industry  reports  and  final  State  reports  will  be 
published  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960. 
Order  forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their 
prices  may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department 
of  Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

Average  employ- 
ment in  this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  26 
percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  8.S 
thousand  employees  in  1958.  Total  value  of 
shipments  for  the  industry  amounted  to  $120  mil- 
lion, an  increase  of  17  percent  over  1954  when 
the  previous  census  was  taken.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.

300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  as  Yarn  Throwing  Mills 
consisted  not  only  of  products  described  above 
as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included 
the  value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  pri- 
mary in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  products, 
etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  as  Yarn 
Throwing  Mills  amounted  to  $120  million.  Of  this 
total,  $107  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $3  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $10  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  ship- 
ments of  primary  products  represented  97  percent 
of  the  total  manufactured  product  shipments (pri- 
mary and  secondary) . 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  o  f  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  .The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $140  million  of  thrown 
and  textured  yarns  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $107  million, 
or  76  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  222,  Yarn  Throwing  Mills,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  Industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  In  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  In  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963-  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

The  final  industry 
reports  will  include  industry  statistics  clas- 
sified according  to  the  1957  edition  of  the  SIC 
Manual  which  includes  extensive  revisions  of 
industry  definitions  in  the  manufacturing  sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1951+»  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Cotton  Broad-Woven 
Fabrics  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Cotton  Broad-Woven  Fabrics  Industry 
amounted  to  $2,784  million.  Of  this  total, 
$2,512  million  were  products  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, $231  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $41  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  ship- 
ments of  primary  products  represented  92  percent 


of  the  total  manufactured  product  shipments 
(primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was  94 
percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $3,397  million  of 
Cotton  gray  goods,  finished  goods  and  selected 
fabricated  cotton  products  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$2,512  million,  or  74  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2233,  Cotton  Broad- 
Woven  Fabrics,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in-' 
to  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  a»e«> 
ports  and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  value  added  by  Full- 
Fashioned  Hosiery  Mills  amounted  to  $175  million, 
a  decrease  of  36  percent  from  1954,  according  to 
preliminary  results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census 
of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census ,  Department  of  Commerce .  Average  employ- 
ment in  this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  44 
percent  from  1954  to  1958  when  the  previous 
census  was  taken  to  a  total  of  33.8  thousand  em- 
ployees in  1958.  Value  added  is  derived  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc., 


from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplica- 
tion in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results 
from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manufacturing 
establishments  as  materials  by  others ,  and  is  for 
most  purposes ,  the  best  value  measure  available 
for  comparing  the  relative  economic  importance 
of  manufacturing  industries  or  geographic  areas . 
No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the  money  fig- 
ures shown  in  this  report  for  changes  in  price 
levels  from  1954  to  1958.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  of  Full- 
Fashioned  Hosiery  Mills,  as  well  as  total  cost 
of  materials  have  not  been  published  because 
they  contain  a  high  percentage  of  duplication. 
The  value  of  hosiery  shipped  in  the  greige  would, 
in  effect,  be  counted  twice.  Once  as  a  shipment 
of  the  establishment  producing  griege  goods  to 
the  dyeing  and  finishing  plant.  This  value  would 
be  included  once  more  in  the  value  of  finished 
hosiery  shipped  by  the  dyeing  and  finishing 
plant.  Similarly  the  cost  of  materials  figures 
would  also  be  overstated.  For  this  reason,  the 
"primary  product  specialization  ratio,"  a  measure 
of  the  extent  to  which  plants  classified  in  an 
industry  "specialize"  in  making  products  regard- 
ed as  primary  to  the  industry,  could  not  be  com- 
puted precisely,  for  this  industry.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  Knit 
Fabric  Mills  shipped  products  valued  at  $4-91 
million,  an  increase  of  29  percent  over  1954, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  an 
increase  of  10  percent  from  1954-  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  18.4-  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Ad- 
justed value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $14-9  million  in  1958',  an  increase  of 
33  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials ,  fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others ,  and  is  for  most  purposes , 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

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The  Knit  Fabric  Mills  include  estab-. 
lishments  engaged  primarily  in  knitting  tubular 
or  flat  fabric  (including  warp-knit  mosquito- 
netting)  and  in  dyeing  or  finishing  knit  fabrics. 
Included  in  Industry  2256  are  knit  fabric  mills 
operated  by  multi-plant  companies  which  transfer 
the  knit  cloth  produced  to  other  plants  of  the 
same  company  for  further  fabrication  into  such 
products  as  knit  underwear  and  gloves.  This 
report  does  not  include  figures  for  administra- 
tive offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing 
establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  I9U5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 


ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  as  Knit  Fabric  Mills 
consisted  not  only  of  products  described  above 
as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included 
the  value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  pri- 
mary in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  products, 
etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  as  Knit 
Fabric  Mills  amounted  to  $491  mi]. lion.  Of  this 
total,  $4L1  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $33  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $1+7  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities,  mainly  contract 


work.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary  products 
represented  92  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .  The 
1951*-  ratio  was  $k   percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $462  million  of  knit 
fabrics  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $4ll  million,  or  89 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  2256,  Knit  Fabric  Mills  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc. )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AMD  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final "area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  as  Knit  Underwear  Mills

the  value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  pri- 
mary in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous  re- 
ceipts for  contract  work,  resale  of  products, 
etc.

GEHERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  production, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  '  production  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents , 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196k 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963-  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  anmml  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^«  The  number  of  establishments 
•with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  as  Knit  Outerwear 
Mills  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  Production  and  other  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  as  Knit  Outerwear 
Mills  amounted  to  $824-  million.  Of  this  total, 
$630  million  were  products  primary  to  the  indus- 
try, $52  million  were  products  primary  to  other 
industries,  and  $14-2  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  92  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (pri- 
mary and  secondary).  The  1954-  ratio  was  93 
percent. 

The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  made 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $837  million  of  knit 
outerwear  products  were  made  by  all  producers  of 
these  products.  Of  this  total,  $630  million,  or 
75  percent,  were  made  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  2253,  Knit  Outerwear  Mills,  while  the 
remainder  was  made  by  plants  classified  in  other 
industries . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  production, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3 )  which  show  the  '  production  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AMD  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities

The  Wool  Carpet  and  Rugs  Industry  in-, 
eludes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  wool  carpets  and  rugs  wholly  or 
in  part  of  woolen  or  worsted  yarns.

The  Carpets  and  Rugs,  Except  Wool, 
Industry  includes  establishments  engaged  pri- 
marily in  the  manufacture  of  rugs,  carpets,  art 
squares,  floor  mattings,  and  door  mats  and 
mattings  from  any  fiber,  except  wool.

The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  made 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 


in  table  3,  indicates  that  $12  million  of  wool- 
felt  hats  and  hat  bodies  were  made  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $11 
million,  or  92  percent,  were  made  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2282,  Wool-Felt  Hats  and 
Hat  Bodies  while  the  remainder  was  made  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  production  , 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3) which  show  the  productions  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND

The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Coated  Fabrics,  Except  Rubber- 
ized Industry  amounted  to  $253  million.  Of  this 
total  $200  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  §kl  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $13  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry 
shipments  of  primary  products  represented  83 
percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product  ship- 


ments  (primary  and  secondary).  The  195^  ratio 
was  86  percent. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $2^7  million  of  coated 
fabrics  except  rubberized  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$200  million,  or  8l  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2295,  Coated  Fab- 
rics, Except  rubberized,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  of  other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

During  1958,  adjusted  value  added  by 
manufacture  in  the  Felt  Goods,  Not  Elsewhere 
Classified,  Industry  amounted  to  $44-  million  in 
1958,  an  increase  of  4  percent  from  1954,  ac- 
cording to  preliminary  results  obtained  from  the 
1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.  from  shipments.  It 
avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments 
which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of  same 
manufacturing  establishments  as  materials  by 


others,  and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value 
measure  available  for  comparing  the  relative 
economic  importance  of  manufacturing  industries 
or  geographic  areas.  Average  employment  in  this 
industry  showed  a  decrease  of  24-  percent  from 
1954  to  1958  to  atotal  of  4.6  thousand  employees 
in  1958.  Products  shipped  were  valued  at  $95 
million,  a  decrease  of  6  percent  from  1954  when 
the  previous  census  was  taken.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

The  Felt  Goods,  N.E.C.,  Industry  In- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  insulating  and  automotive  felts,

Value  added  is  derived  by  sub- 
tracting the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc., 
from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplica- 
tion in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results 
from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manufacturing 
establishments  as     materials  by     others,   and     is 


for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas .  Average  employment  in  this  in- 
dustry showed  a  decrease  of  9  percent  from  1954 
to  1958  to  a  total  of  6.8  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Products  shipped  were  valued  at  $64  mil- 
lion, an  increase  of  3  percent  from  1954  when 
the  previous  census  was  taken.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Lace  Goods  Industry 
consisted  not  only  of  products  described  above 
as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included 
the  value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  pri- 
mary in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  products, 
etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  in  the 
Lace  Goods  Industry  amounted  to  $64-  million.  Of 
this  total  $59  million  were  products  primary  to 
the  industry,  $1  million  were  products  primary 
to  other  industries,  and  $4  million- were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  ship- 
ments of  primary  products  represented  99  percent 
of  the  total  manufactured  product  shipments 
(primary  and  secondary).  The  1954  ratio  was  also 
99  percent. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  -producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $63  million  of  lace 
goods  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $59  million,  or  95  per- 
cent, were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  In- 
dustry 2292,  Lace  Goods,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken. in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND

which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United-  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Padding  and  Upholstery  Filling  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $14-0  million,  a  decrease  of 
10  percent  from  1954-,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  22  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  7.1  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by  man- 
ufacture in  the  industry  amounted  to  $57  million 
in  1958,  a  decrease  of  9  percent  from  1954  when 


the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954-  to  1958.

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The  Padding  and  Upholstery  Filling 
Industry  includes  establishments  engaged  pri- 
marily in  the  manufacture  of  batting,  padding, 
wadding,  and  upholstery,  filling  from  curled 
hair,  cotton,  moss,  hemp  tow,  flax  tow,  kapok, 
and  related  materials.  Establishments  primarily 
manufacturing  hard  fiber  automotive  and  other 
pads  are  also  included  in  this  industry.  Estab- 
lishments primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing 
excelsior  pads  and  wrappers  are  classified  in 
Industry  24-25,  Excelsior  Mills .  This  report 
does  not  include  figures  for  administrative 
offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary 
units  which  service  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  195^ 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1951*.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Padding  and  uphol- 
stery Filling  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of  second- 
ary products  (which  are  primary  in  other  indus- 
tries) ,  and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract 
work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value 
of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Padding  and  upholstery  Filling 
Industry  amounted  to  $140  million.  Of  this 
total,  $122  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $10  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $8  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous   activities.  The   industry 


shipments  of  primary  products  represented  92 
percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product  ship- 
ments (primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio 
was  91  percent. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinugished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $138  million  of 
padding  and  upholstery  filling  were  shipped  by 
all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$121  million,  or  88  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2293,  Padding  and 
Upholstery  Filling,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  -  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $79  million  of  proc- 
essed textile  waste  and  recovered  fibers  were 
shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of 
this,  total,  $73  million,  or  92  percent,  were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2294, 
Processed  Textile  Waste,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  ±1  other  industries.. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  In  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Work 
Shirts  Industry  made  products  valued  at  $51  mil- 
lion, an  increase  of  ~$k  percent  over  1951*-, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
However,  average  employment  in  this  industry 
declined  10  percent  from  1951*-  to  1958  to  a  total 
of  6.3  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value  added 
by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $21 
million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  2k  percent  from 
195^>  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the 


cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of 
production.  It  avoids,  therefore,  the  duplica- 
tion in  the  value  of  production  which  results 
from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manufacturing 
establishments  as  materials  by  others,  and  is 
for  most  purposes  the  best  value  measure  avail- 
able for  comparing  the  relative  economic  impor- 
tance of  manufacturing  industries  or  geographic 
areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the 
money  figures  shown  in  this  release  for  changes 
in  price  levels  from  195^  to  I958.

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The  Work  Shirts  Industry  represents 
manufacturing  establishments  engaged  primarily 
in  the  manufacture  of  work  shirts .  Establish- 
ments which  have  garments  made  from  their 
materials  by  contractors  on  a  cut,  make,  and 
trim  basis,  as  well  as  the  contract  plants  which 
make  garments  for  the  account  of  other  estab- 
lishments are  included  in  the  industry.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment.

Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single  establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  such  companies .  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location. 
Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submit  separate 
reports  if  the  company  records  permit  such  a 
separation,  and  if  the  separate  activities  are 
substantial  in  size.

VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

For  the  most  part,  the  definitions  and 
methods  used  in  conducting  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures  are  comparable  with  those  in 
earlier  Censuses.  A  difference  of  some  con- 
sequence, however,  exists  in  connection  with  the 
definition  of  value  of  production  shown  in  table 
1  and  2.  In  the  195^  and  earlier  Censuses,  the 
total  value  of  production  for  all  establishments 
in  an  industry  or  area  excluded  the  receipts 


for  the  sale  of  products  bought  and  resold  with- 
out further  manufacturing,  fabrication,  or 
assembly.  That  is,  the  receipts  for  merchandis- 
ing activities  were  excluded  from  the  value  of 
production  published  in  the  195^  and  earlier 
Censuses.  In  the  1958  Census,  such  receipts  are 
included  in  the  total  value  of  production.  The 
195^  value  of  production  figure  shown  in  table  1 
has  been  revised  so  that  it  is  comparable. 

The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Work  Shirts 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  repair 
work,  sale  of  scrap,  resale  of  products  not 
manufactured  at  the  establishment,  etc.  The 
total-value  of  production  and  other  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  Work  Shirts 
Industry  amounted  to  $51  million.  Of  this  total, 
$35  million  were  products  primary  to  the  indus- 
try, $10  million  were  products  primary  to  other 
industries,  and  $6  million  of  receipts  for  mis- 
cellaneous activities  (mainly  contract  work  on 
materials  owned  by  others ) .  The  industry  pro- 
duction of  primary  products  represented  78  per- 
cent of  the  total  production  (primary  and 
secondary).  This  percentage  figure  describes 
the  "primary  product  specialization  ratio"  which 
is  the  extent  to  which  plants  classified  in  an 
industry  "specialize"  in  making  products  regarded 
as  pri,  ary  to  the  industry.  The  195^  primary 
product  specialization  ratio  for  this  industry 
was  97  percent.  This  shift  of  19  percentage 
points  reflects  the  increased  production  of 
men's  work  clothing  and  men's  sport  shirts  by 
plants  classified  in  this  industry. 

The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  industry  should 
be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total  value  of 
primary  products  of  the  industry  made  by  all 
producers .  The  latter  figure  appearing  in  table 
3  indicates  that  $79  million  of  work  shirts  were 
made  by  all  producers  of  such  products .  Of  this 
total,  $35  million  or  kk  percent  were  made  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2328,  while  the 
remainder  was  made  by  plants  classified  in  other 
industries.  The  figure  of  h-h  percent  is 
designated  as  the  "coverage  ratio."  That  is,  it 
measures  the  extent  to  which  all  production  of 
primary  products  of  an  industry  are  "covered"  by 
plants  classified  in  that  industry.  Other 
industries  making  work  shirts  consisted  mainly 
of  Industry  2321,  Men's  Dress  Shirts  and  Night- 
wear,  $3  million  and  Industry  2329,  Men's  and 
Boys'  Clothing,  $37  million. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials, value  of  production, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  pri..  ary  activities  of 
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the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  value  of  production  by  all 
producers  of  the  primary  products  of  the 
industry.

BACKGROUND 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twentyseventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  the  United  States.

conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce .  However,  average  employment  in  this 
industry  showed  a  decrease  of  h  percent  from  195^ 
to  1958  to  a  total  of  7.8  thousand  employees  in 
I958.

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

.  The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.

Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  I96I+ 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Separate  Trousers  Industry  made  products  valued 
at  $44-1  million,  an  increase  of  10  percent  over 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1953  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce .  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  1  percent  from  1954-  to  1958 
to  a  total  of  51.2  thousand  employees  in  1958. 
Adjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  indus- 
try amounted  to  $204  million  in  1958,  an  increase 
of     13    percent     from     1954    when     the     previous 


census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc., 
from  value  of  production.  It  avoids  the  dupli- 
cation in  the  value  of  production  which  results 
from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manufacturing 
estaDlifnments  as  materials  by  others,  and  is  for 
most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure  available 
for  comparing  the  relative  economic  importance 
of  manufacturing  industries  or  geographic  areas . 
No  adjustments  have  been  made  in  the  money  fig- 
ures shown  in  this  report  for  changes  in  price 
levels  from  1954  to  1958.

300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195)+.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Separate  Trousers 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  production 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Separate  Trousers  Industry  amounted  to 
$Ma  million.  Of  this  total,  $302  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $37  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  an^ 
$102  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  production  of  primary 
products  represented  89  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  production  (primary  and  secondary) . 
The  195^  ratio  was  also  89  percent. 


The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  made 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $^30  million  of  men's 
and  boys '  separate  trousers  were  made  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $302 
million,  or  70  percent,  were  made  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2327,  Separate  Trousers 
while  the  remainder  was  made  by  plants  classified 
in  other  industries . 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  productions, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3) which  show  the  productions  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  30  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  12.2  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by 
manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $4-8 
million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  52  percent  from 
1954  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value 


added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  production.

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Men's  and  Boys' 
Underwear  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  production 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Men's  and  Boys'  Underwear  Industry 
amounted  to  $116  million. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials, value  of  production, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities

1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Men's  Dress  Shirt  and  Nightwear  Industry  made 
products  valued  at  $966  million,  an  increase  of 
5  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  4  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a- total  of  103.5  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by 
manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $427 
million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  16  percent  from 
1954  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value 


added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  ma- 
terials, fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  production.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Men's  and  Boys'  Clothing,  Not  Elsewhere  Clas- 
sified, Industry  made  products  valued  at  ^1,004 
minion,  an  increase  of  20  percent  over  195^, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  an 
increase  of  1  percent  from  195*+  to  1953  to  a 
total  of  91-3  thousand  employees  in  1958. 
Adjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  in  the 
industry  amounted  to  $379  million  in  1958,  an 
increase  of  18  percent  from  195*+  when  the  pre- 


vious census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived 
by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels, 
etc.,  from  value  of  production.  It  avoids  the 
duplication  in  the  value  of  production  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas .  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  195^  "to  1958.

The  Men's  and  Boys'  Clothing,  N.E.C, 
Industry  includes  establishments  engaged  pri- 
marily engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  men's, 
youths ' ,  and  boys '  work,  sport,  and  other  cloth- 
ing, n.e.c.  Important  products  of  this  industry 
include  overalls,  work  pants,  industrial  gar- 
ments, washable  service  apparel,  oiled -fabric 
work  garments,  mackinaws,  lumber  jackets,  blanket- 
lined  coats,  ski  and  snow  suits,  and  hunting  and 
rinding,  garments.  Establishments  primarily 
engaged  in  manufacturing  separate  trousers  are 
classified  in  Industry  2327,  Separate  Trousers, 
and  leather  and  sheep-lined  garments  in  Industry 
2386,  Leather  and  Sheep-Lined  Clothing.  Knitting 
mills  primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  outer- 
wear are  classified  in  Industry  2253>  Knit  Outer- 
wear Mills .  This  report  does  not  include  figures 
for  administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages, 
or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries. 
The  final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957 
edition  of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  exten- 
sive revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the 
manufacturing  sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  Industry  reports. 


The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Men's  and  Boys' 
Clothing,  N.E.C,  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.,  The  total  value  of 
production  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Men's  and  Boys'  Clothing, 
N.E.C,  Industry  amounted  to  $1,00^  million. 


The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  made 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $878  million  of 
men's  and  boys'  clothing,  n.e.c,  were  made  by 
all  producers  of  these  products . 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  production, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  production  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production, "  as  well  as  the 
various  statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months .  A  series  of  prelim- 
inary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry 
reports  and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8l0 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Women's  and  Misses'  Blouses  Industry  made  prod- 
ucts valued  at  $430  million,  an  increase  of  14 
percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  re- 
sults obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  8  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  46.4  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by  manu- 
facture in  the  industry  amounted  to  $196  million 
in  1958,  an  increase  of  18  percent  from  1954 


when  the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added 
is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  production.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  production  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 


VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Women's  and  Misses' 
Blouses  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  production 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Women's  and  Misses'  Blouses  Industry 
amounted  to  $430  million. 


The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  made 
by  all  producers. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  production, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  production  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authrotiy  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  I96U 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Women's  Outerwear  Not  Elsewhere  Classified^ 
Industry  made  products  valued  at  $426  million, 
an  increase  of  62  percent  over  1954,  according 
to  preliminary  results  obtained  from  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  Average 
employment  in  this  Industry  showed  an  increase 
of  35  percent  from  1954-  to  1958  to  a  total  of 
34-. 3  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Adjusted  value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$186  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  58  percent 
from  1954-  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  produc- 
tion. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of 
production  which  results  from  the  use  of  prod- 
ucts of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufactur- 
ing industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjust- 
ments have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown 
in  this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


The  Women's  Outerwear,  N.E.C,  Indus- 
try includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in 
the  manufacture  of  women's  and  misses  outerwear, 
not  elsewhere  classified,  such  as  bathing  suits, 
slacks,  ski  suits,  sweaters,  and  outerwear  sport 
•shirts,  cut  and  sewed  from  purchased  woven  or 
knit  fabric.  Knitting  mills  primarily  engaged 
in  manufacturing  outerwear  are  classified  in 
Industry  2253,  Knit  Outerwear  Mills.  This  report 
does  not  include  figures  for  administrative  of- 
fices, warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary 
units  which  service  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries. 
The  final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957 
edition  of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  exten- 
sive revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the 
manufacturing  sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  JOO^OOO  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Women's  Outerwear, 
N.E.C)  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  production 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Women's  Outerwear,  N.E.C,  Industry  amounted 
to  $426  million. 

The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  made 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $596  million  of 
women's  outerwear,  N.E.C,  were  made  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  ef  production, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3 )  which  show  the  production  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  industry 
will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports,  which 
will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at  a 
later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
"secondary  production, "  as  well  as  the  various 
statistical  items  such  as  "employment, "  "value 
added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and  final 
reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  prelim- 
inary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
totals  for  each  State  are  being  issued.  Final 
industry  reports  and  final  State  reports  will  be 
published  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960. 
Order  forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their 
prices  may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department 
of  Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25 >  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a> 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five, 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958*  manufacturers  in  the 
Women's  Suits,  Coats,  and  Skirts  Industry  made 
products  valued  at  $1,223  million,  a  decrease  of 
k  percent  from  195^,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  l4  percent 
from  195^  to  1958  to  a  total  of  83. 0  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by 
manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $522 
Billion  in  1958,  a  decrease  of  2  percent  from 
I95I+  when  the  previous  census  was  taken .   Value 


added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  fuels,  etc., from  value  of  production. 
It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  pro- 
duction which  results  from  the  use  of  products 
of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as  materials 
by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best 
value  measure  available  for  comparing  the  rela- 
tive economic  importance  of  manufacturing  indus- 
tries or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments  have 
been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in  this 
report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from  195^  to 
1958.

Women's  Outerwear,  N.E.C.  This  report  does  not 
include  figures  for  administrative  offices, 
warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units 
which  service  manufacturing  establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries. 
The  final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957 
edition  of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  exten- 
sive revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the 
manufacturing  sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1951*-.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Women's  Suits, 
Coats,  and  Skirts  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of 
secondary  products  (which  are  primary  in  other 
industries ) ,  and  miscellaneous  receipts  for 
contract  work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The 
total  value  of  production  and  other  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  Women's  Suits, 
Coats,  and  Skirts  Industry  amounted  to  $1,223 
million.  Of  this  total,  $968  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $68  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $187 


million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activi- 
ties. The  industry  production  of  primary  prod- 
ucts represented  93  percent  of  the  total  manu- 
factured production  (primary  and  secondary). 
The  195i(-  ratio  was  9h   percent. 

'The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  made 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,C43  million  of 
women's  suits,  coats,  and  skirts  were  made  by 
all  producers  of  these  products .  Of  this  total, 
$968  million,  or  93  percent,  were  made  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2337*  Women's  Suits, 
Coats,  and  Skirts,  while  the  remainder  was  made 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  production, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3 )  which  show  the  production  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  industry 
will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports,  which 
will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at  a 
later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
"secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  various 
statistical  items  such  as  "employment, "  "value 
added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and  final 
reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  prelim- 
inary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
totals  for  each  State  are  being  issued.  Final 
industry  reports  and  final  State  reports  will  be 
published  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960. 
Order  forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their 
prices  may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department 
of  Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Corsets  and  Allied  Garments  Industry  made  prod- 
ucts valued  at  $471  million,  an  increase  of  19 
percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  re- 
sults obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  1  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  38.3  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by 
manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $248 
million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  24  percent  from 
1954  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value 


added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  produc- 
tion. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of 
production  which  results  from  the  use  of  prod- 
ucts of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufac- 
turing industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  ad- 
justments have  been  made  in  the  money  figures 
shown  in  this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels 
from  1954  to  1958.

The  Corsets  and  Allied  Garments  Indus- 
try includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in 
the  manufacture  of  corsets  and  corset  accesso- 
ries, brassieres,  girdles,  foundation  garments, 
and  similar  body  supporting  garments.

VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Corsets  and  Allied 
Garments  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries ) ,  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  production 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Corsets  and  Allied  Garments  Industry 
amounted  to  $^71  million.  Of  this  total,  $fH5 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry . 
$12  million  were  products  primary  to  other  in- 
dustries, and  $Wt  million  were  receipts  for  mis- 
cellaneous activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  97  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  production  (primary  and 
secondary).  The  195^  ratio  was  96  percent. 


The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  made 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $5-25  million  of 
Corsets  and  Allied  Garments  were  made  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$bl5  million,  or  98  percent,  were  made  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  23i+2,  Corsets  and  Allied 
Garments  while  the  remainder  was  made  by  plants 
classified  in  other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  productions, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  productions  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 


More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty- seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  the  United  States.  The  first  Census  of 
Manufactures  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses 
of  Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  made 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $187  million  of  mil- 
linery were  made  by  all  producers  of  these  prod- 
ucts. Of  this  total,  all  but  a  negligible  amount 
were  made  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2351, 
Millinery,  while  the  remainder  was  made  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  productions , 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3) which  show  the  productions  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment,"

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  the  United  States.  The  first  Census  of 
Manufactures  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses 
of  Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Children's  Dress  Industry  made  products  valued 
at  $330  million,  an  increase  of  13  percent  over 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census ,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  6  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  34.6  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  in  the 
industry  amounted  to  $162  million  in  1958,  an  in- 
crease of  27  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous 


census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc., 
from  value  of  production.  It  avoids  the  dupli-

The  Children's  Dress  Industry  Includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  children's  and  infants'  dresses  cut  and 
sewed  from  purchased  woven  or  knit  fabrics.

Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  a 
decrease  of  15  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  12.2  thousnad  employees  in  1958.  Ad- 
justed value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $68  million  in  1958,  a  decrease  of  6 
percent  from  1954-  when  the  previous  census  was 


taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials ,  fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value 
of  production.

Value  added  is  derived  by 
cubstracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc. , 
from  value  of  production.  It  avoids  the  dupli- 
cation in  the  value  of  production  which  results 
from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manufacturing 
establishments  as  materials  by  others,  and  is 
for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure  avail- 
able for  comparing  the  relative  economic  impor- 
tance of  manufacturing  industries  or  geographic 
areas.

The  Waterproof  Outer  Garments  Industry- 
includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  raincoats  from  purchased  rubber- 
ized fabrics  and  other  waterproof  and  water 
repellant  fabrics,  and  other  waterproof  outer 
garments  made  from  such  material  as  pliofilm  and 
cellophane.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
manufacturing  waterproof  outergarments  from 
plastic,  including  baby  pants,  aprons,  bibs,  and 
bathing  and  shower  caps  are  also  included  in 
Industry  2385.  This  report  does  not  include  fig- 
ures for  administrative  offices,  warehouses, 
garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service 
manufacturing  establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  1945 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con-; 
ducted  by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  195^ 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Waterproof  Outer 
Garments  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  production 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Waterproof  Outer  Garments  Industry 
amounted  to  $1^9  million.  Of  this  total,  $118 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry. 

The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  made 


by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $131  million  of 
raincoats  and  other  waterproof  garments  were 
made  by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this 
total,  $118  million,  or  90  percent,  were  made 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2385  Waterproof 
Outer  Garments  while  the  remainder  was  made  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls ,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  production, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  production  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final.  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  report  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty -seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  It  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Apparel  Belts  Industry  made  products  valued  at 
$100  million  a  decrease  of  11  percent  from  1954, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  a  de- 
crease of  18  percent  from  1954-  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  10.3  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Ad- 
justed value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $55  mill  ion  in  1958,  a  decrease  of  8 
percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census  was 


taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  production.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  production  which  results  from  the  use 
of  products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments 
as  materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufac- 
turing industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  ad- 
justments have  been  made  in  the  money  figures 
shown  in  this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels 
from  1954  to  1958.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^-  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Apparel  Belts  In- 
dustry consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscel- 
laneous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  production 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Apparel  Belts  Industry  amounted  to  IplOO 
million.  Of  this  total,  £78  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $7  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $15 
million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activi- 
ties primarily  contract  work.  The  industry  ship- 
ments of  primary  products  represented  92  percent 
of  the  total  manufactured  product  shipments 
(primary  and  secondary).  The  195^  ratio  was  also 
92  percent. 

The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  made 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  :  $83_  million  of 
apparel  belts  were  made  by  all  producers  of 
these  products.  Of  this  total,  $78  million,  or 
95  percent,  were  made  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  2387,  "Apparel  Belts"  while  the  remain- 
der was  made  by  plants  classified  in  other 
industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  production  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  report  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Tetail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196^ 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  manufacturing  leather  gloves  and  mittens  are 
classified  in  Group  315>  Leather  Gloves,  and  fur 
garments  in  Industry  2371,  Fur  Goods,  This 
report  does  not  include  figures  for  administra- 
tive offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 


ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Ce*nsus,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^«  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 


VALUE  OF  PRODUCTION 

The  value  of  production  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Leather  and  Sheep - 
lined  Clothing  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of  second- 
ary products  (which  are  primary  in  other  indus- 
tries), and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract 
work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value 
of  production  and  other  receipts  of  establish- 
ments classified  in  the  Leather  and  Sheep-lined 
Clothing  Industry  amounted  to  $65  million.  Of 
this  total,  $56  million  were  products  primary  to 
the  industry,  $4  million  were  products  primary 
to  other  industries,  and  $5  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  pro- 
duction of   primary  products  represented  9^ 


percent  of  the  total   manufactured   production 
(primary  and  secondary).   The  195^  ratio  was  85 
percent. 

The  total  value  of  production  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  made 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3>  indicates  that  $63  million  of  leather 
and  sheep-lined  clothing  were  made  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $56 
million  or  90  percent,  were  made  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2386,  Leather  and  Sheep - 
lined  Clothing,  while  the  remainder  was  made  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials, value  of  production, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  production  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Robes  and  Dressing  Gowns  Industry  made  products 
valued  at  $135  million,  an  increase  of  24  per- 
cent over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Depart- 
ment of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this 
industry  showed  an  increase  of  6  percent  from 
1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  11.6  thousand  em- 
ployees in  1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by  manu- 
facture in  the  industry  amounted  to  $59  million 
in  1958,  an  increase  of  38  percent  from  1954 


when  the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added 
is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  production.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  production  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  meas- 
ure available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made 
in  the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

The  Schiffli-Machine  Embroideries  In- 
dustry includes  establishments  engaged  primarily 
in  the  manufacture  of  Schiffli -machine  embroid- 
eries and  burnt-out  laces  from  their  own  goods 
or  on  commission  on  material  owned  by  others.

Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.

Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $75  million  of 
Schiffli-machine  embroideries  or  commission  em- 
broidering on  material  owned  by  others  were 
shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of 
this  total,  $74-  million,  or  98  percent,  _( were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2397, 
Schiffli-machine  Embroideries,  while  the  remain- 
der was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other 
industries . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc. )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

During  1958,  manufactures  in  the  Canvas 
Products  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
$131  million,  a  decrease  of  11  percent  from  1954, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  a  de- 
crease of  27  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total 
of  9.9  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Adjusted  value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$53  million  in  1958,  a  decrease  of  18  percent 
from  1954  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  prod- 
ucts of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

The  Canvas  Products  Industry  includes 
•■stablishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  manu- 
facture of  awnings,  tents,  sails,  canvas  covers, 
tarpaulins,  and  canopies  from  purchased  canvas. 
Other  canvas  products  included  in  this  industry 
are  industrial  aprons  and  painters'  drop  cloths. 
Excluded  from  this  industry  are  establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  manufacturing  canvas  hags 
which  are  classified  in  Industry  2393,  Textile 
Bags;  rubber-soled  canvas  shoes,  in  Industry  3021, 
Rubber  Footwear;  and  canvas  boots,  in  Industry 
314-1,  Footwear,  Except  Rubber.  Establishments 
primarily  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  canvas 
products  for  direct  sale  on  the  premises  to 
household  consumers  are  classified  in  Retail 
Trade  industries.  This  report  does  not  include 
figures  for  administrative  offices,  warehouses, 
garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service 
manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  Industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^-  Tie  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Canvas  Products 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Canvas  Products  Industry  amounted  to  $131 
million.   Of  this  total,  $103  million  were  prod- 


ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $11  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $17 
million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activi- 
ties. The  industry  shipments  of  prijnary  products 
represented  90  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The 
1954  ratio  was  87  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $114  million  of  canvas 
products  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $103  million,  or  90 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  2394,  Canvas  Products,  while  the  re- 
mainder was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other 
industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari-

shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $267  mil- 
lion of  Trimmings  and  Art  Goods  were  shipped  by 
all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$259  million,  or  97  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2396,  Trimmings 
and  Art  Goods,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Embroideries,  Except 
Schiffli,  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  prod- 
ucts described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry, 
but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary  prod- 
ucts: (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Embroideries,  Except  Schiffli, 
Industry  amounted  to  $57  million.  Of  this  total, 
$51  million  were  products  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, $4-  million  were  products  primary  to  other 
industries,  and  $2  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  93  percent  of 


the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (pri- 
mary and  secondary).  The  1954  ratio  was  98  per- 
cent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $54-  million  of 
embroideries,  except  Schiffli-machine  were 
shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of 
this  total,  $51  million,  or  94-  percent,  were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2398, 
Embroideries,  Except  Schiffli,  while  the  re- 
mainder was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

During  1958,  manufacturers  In  the 
Housefurnlahlngs,  Not  Elsewhere  Classified,  In- 
dustry shipped  products  valued  at  $628  million, 
an  increase  of  19  percent  over  195*4,  according 
to  preliminary  results  obtained  from  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  Average 
employment  in  this  industry  shoved  an  increase 
of  5  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of 
37.9  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Adjusted  value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$226  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  26  percent 
from  1954-  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  prod- 
ucts of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  prioe  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

The  Housefurnishings,  N.E.C.,  Industry 
Includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  housefurnishings  from  purchased 
fabric..  Important  products  of  the  industry  in- 
clude sheets,  pillowcases,  napkins,  table  cloths, 
towels,  etc.  Establishments  primarily  engaged 
in  weaving  fabric  and  producing  towels,  pillow- 
cases and  sheets  at  the  same  establishment  are 
included  in  Industry  2233,  Cotton  Broad-Woven 
Fabric  Mills.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1951*-.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  Housefurnishings, 
N.E.C.,  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Housefurnishings,  N.E.C.,  Industry 
amounted  to  $628  million.  Of  this  total,  $530 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$69  million  were  products  primary,  to  other  in- 
dustries, and  $29  million  were  receipts  for  mis- 
cellaneous activities.   The  industry  shipments 


of  primary  products  represented  89  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments (primary 
and  secondary).   The  19 54  ratio  was  91  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  Industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $880  million  of 
housefurnishings,  n.e.c,  except  knit  were 
shipped  by  a!3  producers  of  these  products.  Of 
this  total,  $530  million,  or  60  percent ,  were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2392, 
Housefurnishings,  N.E.C,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc .  ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  Law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

reau of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  Av- 
erage employment  in  this  industry  showed  a  de- 
crease of  6  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total 
of  70.9  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value  added 
is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 


fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  as  Logging  Camps  and 
Logging  Contractors  consisted  not  only  of  prod- 
ucts described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry, 
but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  industry,  should 
be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total  value  of 
primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped  by  all 
producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing  in  table 
3,  Indicates  that  $832  million  of  logging  products 
were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products. 
Of  this  total,  $766  million,  or  92  percent,  were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2411, 
Logging  Camps  and  Logging  Contractors  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities.

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  as  shingle  mills  con- 
sisted not  only  of  products  described  above  as 
primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included  the 
value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  primary 
in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts 
for  contract  work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The 
total  value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  as  Shingle  Mills 
amounted  to  $*a  million.  Of  this  total,  $3U 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$3  million  were  products  primary  to  other  indus- 
tries, and  $k  million  were  receipts  for  miscel- 
laneous activities.  The  industry  shipments  of 
primary  products  represented  91  percent  of  the 
total  manufactured  product  shipments  (primary 
and  secondary).  The  195^  ratio  was  97  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 


by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3.  indicates  that  $37  million  of  shin- 
gles and  shakes  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of 
these  products.  Of  this  total,  $3^  million,  or 
90  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  2*1-23  ,■  Shingle  Mills,  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries . 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in-

This  report 
does  not  include  figures  for  administrative  of- 
fices, warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary 
units  which  service  manufacturing  establish- 
ments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  194-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.

excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.

Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  as  Cooperage  Stock  Mills 
consisted  not  only  of  products  described  above 
as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included 
the  value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  pri- 
mary in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous  re- 
ceipts for  contract  work,  resale  of  products, 
etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and  other  re- 
ceipts of  establishments  classified  as  Cooperage 
Stock  Mills  amounted  to  $32  million.  Of  this 
total,  $30  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $1  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $1  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry 
shipments  ef  primary  products  represented  98 
percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product  ship- 
ments (primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954-  ratio 
was  96  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $31  million 
of  Cooperage  Stock  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $30 
million,  or  96  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2424,  Cooperage  Stock 
Mills,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  Industry.

1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  Veneer 
mills  shipped  products  valued  at  $170  million, 
an  increase  of  57  percent  over  .1954,  according 
to  preliminary  results  obtained  from  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  Average 
employment  in  this  industry  showed  an  increase 
of  2  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of 
15.0  thousand  employees  in  1958.

in  Facts  for  Industry  Series  M24H-08,  "Softwood  and  Veneer"  1958. 
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During  1958,  manufacturers  in  Sawmills 
and  Planing  Mills  shipped  products  valued  at 
$3,205  million,  a  decrease  of  8  percent  from 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  15  percent  from  1954  to  1958 
to  a  total  of  273.5  thousand  employees  in  1958. 
Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $1,296  million  in  1958,  a  decrease 
of  15  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 
was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 


materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958. 

The  Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  include 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  sawing  rough 
lumber  and  timber  from  logs  and  bolts,  or  re- 
sawing  cants,  flitches,  or  lumber  into  smaller 
dimensions;  planing  mills  combined  with  sawmills; 
and  separately  operated  planing  mills  which  are 
engaged  primarily  in  producing  surfaced  lumber 
and  standard  workings  or  patterns  of  lumber.

The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  as  Sawmills  and  Planing 
Mills  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  as 
Sawmills  and  Planing  Mills  amounted  to  $3,205 
million.  Of  this  total,  $2,958  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $120  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$127  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  96  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and  sec- 
ondary) .   The  1954  ratio  was  97  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  indi- 
cates that  $3,039  million,  of  Sawmills  and  Plan- 
ing Mills  products  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $2,958  mil- 
lion, or  97  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  Industry  2421,  Sawmills  and  Planing 
Mills,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

The  lumber  industry  statistics  shown 
in  this  report  relate  only  to  those  establish- 
ments within  the  general  scope  of  the  manufac- 
tures census,  i.e.,  those  with  one  or  more  paid 
employees.  A  report  on  lumber  production  re- 
ported by  the  mills  in  this  release  as  well  as 
those  not  having  regular  paid  employees  will  be 
issued  later  in  Current  Industrial  Reports 
MA.-24T  as  well  as  in  the  final  Census  Bulletin 
MC-24A  "Lumber  and  Basic  Timber  Products." 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^»  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  as  Millwork  Plants  con- 
sisted not  only  of  products  described  above  as 
primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included  the 
value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  primary 
in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts 
for  contract  work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The 
total  value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  as  Millwork  Plants 
amounted  to  $1,035  million.  Of  this  total,  $822 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$73  million  were  products  primary  to  other  in- 
dustries, and  $lUb  million  were  receipts  for  mis- 
cellaneous activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  92  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments (primary 
and  secondary).   The  195^  ratio  was  9°  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3j  indicates  that  $896  million 
of  Millwork  Products  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $822 
million,  or  92  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  In  Industry  2^31  Millwork  Plants  while 
the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  'first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196^ 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963-  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufacture',  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  I958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single  - 
establishment  companies.

The  total  value  of  shipments  for 
the  industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  re- 
ceipts of  establishments  classified  in  the 
industry,  should  be  clearly  distinguished  from 
the  total  value  of  primary  products  of  the 
industry  shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter 
figure,  appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that 
$295  million  of  Prefabricated  Wood  Products  were 
shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of 
this  total,  $288  million,  or  98  percent,  were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2433, 
Prefabricated  Wood  Products,  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  in- 
dustries . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc. )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

During  1958,  value  added  by  manufac- 
ture in  the  Cooperage  Industry  amounted  to  S20 
million,  an  increase  of  17  percent  from  1954 
when  the  previous  census  was  taken,  according  to 
preliminary  results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census 
of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  Value  of  ship- 
ments in  this  industry  amounted  to  $70  million 
in  1958,  an  increase  of  14  percent  over  1954. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  an 
increase  of  5  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  3.9  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 


added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials ,  fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of  shipments . 
It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  ship- 
ments which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of 
some  manufacturing  establishments  as  materials  by 
others,  and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value 
measure  available  for  comparing  the  relative 
economic  importance  of  manufacturing  industries 
or  geographic  areas.

The  Cooperage  Industry  includes  estab- 
lishments engaged  primarily  in  the  manufacture 
of  "barrels ,  kegs ,  tubs ,  hogsheads ,  pails ,  and 
other  containers  made  of  staves,  except  fruit 
and  vegetable  baskets  (industry  2VkL)  .  This 
report  does  not  include  figures  for  administra- 
tive offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^-  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Cooperage  In- 
dustry consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also 
included  the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Cooperage  Industry  amounted  to  $70  million. 
Of  this  total,  $66  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry,  $3  million  were  products  pri- 
mary to  other  industries,  and  $1  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  in- 
dustry shipments  of  primary  products  represented 
96  percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product 
shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .  The  1951* 
ratio  was  97  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $67  million  of  coop- 
erage were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $66  million,  or  98 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  2^5,  Cooperage  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
I958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196^ 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963-  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others ,  and  is  for  most  purposes , 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.

The  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Baskets  Indus- 
try Includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in 
the  manufacture  of  till  baskets,  berry  cups, 
climax  baskets,  round  stave  baskets,  vegetable 
hampers,  and  splint  or  market  baskets  made  pri- 
marily of  veneer  and  splint  for  shipping  and 
marketing  fruits  and  vegetables.  This  report 
does  not  include  figures  for  administrative 
offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary 
units  which  service  manufacturing  establish- 
ments .

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.

300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^-  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 


VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
Baskets  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products ,  etc .  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Baskets  Industry 
amounted  to  $29  million.  Of  this  total,  $26 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$2  million  were  products  primary  to  other  indus- 
tries, and  $1  million  were  receipts  for  miscel- 
laneous activities.   The  industry  shipments  of 


primary  products  represented  93  percent  of  the 
total  manufactured  product  shipments  (primary 
and  secondary).  The  1951*-  ratio  was  91  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $29  million  of  fruit 
and  vegetable  baskets  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $26 
million,  or  88  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2^1,  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
Baskets,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls ,  cost  of  materials ,  value  of  shipments , 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Wooden  Boxes  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
$311  million,  a  decrease  of  19  percent  from  195^, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  a 
decrease  of  27  percent  from  195**-  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  28.9  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$138  million  in  1958,  a  decrease  of  19  percent 
from  195^  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas .  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
195^  to  1958.

During  1958,  manufactures  in  the  Wood 
Preserving  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
$203  million  an  increase  of  7  percent  over  1954, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  a 
decrease  of  7  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  10.9  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$73  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  9  percent 
from  1954  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of  pro- 
ducts of  same  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

1958   CENSUS   OF   MANUFACTURES 


The  Wood  Preserving  Industry  includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  treating 
wood  with  creosote  or  other  preservatives  to 
prevent  decay  and  to  protect  against  fire  and 
insects.  This  report  does  not  include  figures 
for  administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages, 
or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^-  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Wood  Preserving 
Industry  consisted  of  primary  products  (shipments 
of  wood  owned  and  treated  by  the  same  establish- 
ment and  receipts  for  treating  wood  owned  by 
others)  as  well  as  the  value  of  secondary  prod- 
ucts (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Wood  Preserving  Industry 
amounted  to  $203  million.  Of  this  total,  $193 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$3  million  were  products  primary  to  other  indus- 
tries, and  $7  million  were  receipts  for  miscel- 
laneous activities.  The  industry  shipments  of 
primary  products  represented  98  percent  of  the 
total  manufactured  product  shipments  (primary 
and  secondary).  The  1954-  ratio  was  97  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $201  million  were 
received  by  all  producers  of  products  primary  to 
this  industry.  Of  this  total,  $193  million,  or 
96  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  2491,  Wood  Preserving,  while  the  re- 
mainder was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other 
industries . 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  Include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "irdustry,"  ''establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
food  Household  Furniture,  Except  Upholstered, 
Industry  shipped  products  valued  at  $1,388  mil- 
lion, an  increase  of  19  percent  over  1954, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  an 
increase  of  1  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  126.1  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$710  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  18  percent 
from  1954  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others ,  and  is  for  most  purposes , 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

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The  Wood  Household  Furniture,  Except 
Upholstered,  Industry  includes  establishments 
engaged  primarily  in  the  manufacture  of  wood 
household  furniture  commonly  used  in  dwellings, 
and  wooden  cases  and  cabinets  for  radios  and 
sewing  machines,  kitchen  cabinets,  camp  furni- 
ture, nursery  furniture  and  headboards  for 
hollywood  beds.

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment'  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Wood  Household 
Furniture,  Except  Upholstered,  Industry  con- 
sisted not  only  of  products  described  above  as 
primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included  the 
value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  primary 
in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts 
for  contract  work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The 
total  value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  Wood  Household 
Furniture,  Except  Upholstered,  Industry  amounted 
to  $1,388  million.  Of  this  total  $1,237  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $76  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $75  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 


products  represented  94  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).  The  195I+  ratio  was  9k  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,310  million  of 
wood  household  furniture,  except  upholstered, 
were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products. 
Of  this  total,  $1,237  million,  or  9^  percent, 
were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry 
2511,  Wood  Household  Furniture,  Except  Uphol- 
stered, while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Wood 
Household  Furniture,  Upholstered  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $874-  million,  an  increase  of 
37  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  21  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  67.7  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $430  million  of  1958, 
an  increase  of  37  percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taien.  Value  added  is  de- 
rived by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Wood  Household 
Furniture,  Upholstered  Industry  consisted  not 
only  of  products  described  above  as  primary  to 
the  industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of 
secondary  products  (which  are  primary  in  other 
industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  con- 
tract work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total 
value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of  estab- 
lishments classified  in  the  Wood  Household 
Furniture,  Upholstered  Industry  amounted  to  $87^ 
million.  Of  this  total,  $8ll  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $52  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $11 


million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activi- 
ties. The  industry  shipments  of  primary  prod- 
ucts represented  9^  percent  of  the  total  manu- 
factured product  shipments  (primary  and  sec- 
ondary). The  195^  ratio  was  also  9^  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $907  million  of  Wood 
Household  Furniture,  Upholstered  were  shipped  by 
all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$8ll  million,  or  90  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2512,  Wood  House- 
hold Furniture,  Upholstered  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  In- 
to account  in  comparing  Industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari-

Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954-.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 


VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Metal  Household 
Furniture  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  pro- 
ducts described  above  as  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  indus- 
tries), and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract 
work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value 
of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establish- 
ments classified  in  the  Metal  Household  Furni- 
ture Industry  amounted  to  $4-99  million.  Of  this 
total,  $4-27  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $57  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $15  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.

shipments  of  primary  products  represented  88 
percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product  ship- 
ments (primary  and  secondary).  The  1954  ratio 
was  87  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $481  mil- 
lion of  Metal  Household  Furniture  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of  this 
total,  $427  million,  or  89  percent,  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2514,  Metal 
Household  Furniture  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and 'receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

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The  Wood  Office  Furniture  Industry  in- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  wood  office  furniture,  whether 
padded,  upholstered  or  plain.

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Wood  Office 
Furniture  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  prod- 
ucts described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry, 
but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary  prod- 
ucts (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Wood  Office  Furniture  Industry 
amounted  to  $69  million.  Of  this  total,  $58 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry,

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 


value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3>  indicates  that  $68  million 
of  Wood  Office  Furniture  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$58  million,  or  85  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2521,  Wood  Office 
Furniture  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc. )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.

1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Professional  Furniture  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $104  million,  an  increase  of  53  per- 
cent over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  35  percent  from  1954-  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  7.4  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $58  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
66  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous   census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials ,  fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value 
of  shipments .  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufactur- 
ing industries  or  geographic  areas.

During  1958,  manufacturers  In  the 
Partitions  and  Fixtures  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  §550  million,  an  increase  of  32  percent 
over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  15  percent  from  1954-  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  38.0  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $305  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
29  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.

Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Partitions  and 
Fixtures  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Partitions  and  Fixtures  Industry  amounted 
to  $550  million.  Of  this  total,  $466  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $51  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $33  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $538  million  of 
partitions  and  fixtures  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $466 
million,  or  86  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2541,  Partitions  and 
Fixtures,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by.

GENERAL  STATISTICS. 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  tne 
Window  Shades  Industry  shipped  products  valued 
at  $92  million,  an  increase  of  23  percent  over 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  7  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  4.7  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $39  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Venetian  Blinds  Industry  shipped  products  valued 
at  $94  million,  a  decrease  of  23  percent  from 
1954,  according  to  prelim-! nary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by 
the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  a 
decrease  of  31  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  6.5  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$43  million  in  1958,  a  decrease  of  13  percent 
from  1954  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments. 
It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  ship- 
ments which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of 
some  manufacturing  establishments  as  materials  by 
others,  and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value 
measure  available  for  comparing  the  relative 
economic  importance  of  manufacturing  industries 
or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments  have  been 
made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report 
for  changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

The  Venetian  Blinds  industry  includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  manu- 
facture of  Venetian  blinds,  regardless  of  mate- 
rials used.  This  report  does  not  include  figures 
for  administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages, 
or  other  auxiliary  unit  which  service  manufac- 
turing ' establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  1945 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector.

Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.

Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Venetian  Blinds 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  de- 
scribed above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Venetian  Blinds  Industry  amounted  to  $94 
million.  Of  this  total,  $70  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $16  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $8 
minion  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activi- 
ties. The  industry  shipments  of  primary  products 
represented  81  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 


value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $77  million  of  Vene- 
tian blinds  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of 
these  products.

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment^ 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  Tnis  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  Industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  Far 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interium  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  Paper 
and  Paperboard  Mills  shipped  products  valued  at

It  also  includes  establishments 
reducing  waste  paper,  linters,  straw,  and  other 
non-wood  fibers  to  pulp  as  part  of  a  continuous 
process  producing  paper  and  paperboard.  Pulp 
mills  combined  with  paper  mills  or  paper  board 
mills,  and  not  separately  reported,  are  also 
included  in  this  Industry;  where  separately 
reported,  they  are  classified  in  Industry  2611, 
Pulp  Mills.  Establishments  primarily  engaged  in 
manufacturing  converted  products  from  purchased 
paper  or  paperboard  (including  interplants  trans- 
fers )  are  classified  in  their  respective  paper 
and  board  converting  industries,  Industries  2641-

300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  as  Paper  and  Paper- 
board  Mills  consisted  not  only  of  products  de- 
scribed above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
as  Paper  and  Paperboard  Mills  amounted  to  $4,960 
million.  Of  this  total,  $4,702  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $236  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$22  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  95  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and  sec- 
ondary ) . 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $4,770  million  of 
primary  paper  and  paperboard  products  were 
shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of 
this  total,  $4,732  million,  or  99  percent,  were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2612, 
Paper  and  Paperboard  Mills,  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries . 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 


(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry.

Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  an 
increase  of  16  percent  from  195^  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  38.5  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$307.2  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  h2  percent 
from  195^     when  the  previous     census  was     taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
195^  to  1958.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


The  Paper  Bags  Industry  includes  estab- 
lishments engaged  primarily  in  the  manufacture 
of  paper  bags  from  purchased  paper  and  similar 
materials  ("purchased"  includes  interplant 
transfers  within  the  same  company).  This  report 
does  "  not  include  figures  for  administrative 
offices,  warehouses,  garages,  ox  other  auxiliary 
units  which  se'rvlce  manufacturing  establish* 
ments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries. 
The  final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957 
edition  of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  exten- 
sive revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the 
manufacturing  sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 


VALtlE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Paper  Bags 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  ■  establishments 
classified  in  the  Paper  Bags  Industry  amounted 
to  $891  million.  Of  this  total,  $?60  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $90 
million  were  products  primary  to  other  indus- 
tries, and  $4l  million  represented  resales  and 
miscellaneous  receipts.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  89  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments 
(primary  and  secondary).  The  195^  ratio  was  91 
percent . 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  trie 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total, 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $85^  mil- 
lion of  paper  bags  (grocery,  multiwall,  shipping 
sack,  variety  etc.)  and  bags  made  of  cellophane, 
acetate,  pliofilm,  foil,  and  similar  sheet  or 
film  materials  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $760  mil- 
lion, or  89  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2661,  Paper  Bags,  while 
the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3 )  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  Indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production, "  as  well  as  the 
various  statistical  items  such  as  "employment, " 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the-eoming  months.  A  series  of  prelim- 
inary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry 
reports  and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 


The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Wallpaper  Industry 
consisted  not  only  of  products  described  above 
as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included 
the  value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  pri- 
mary in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous 
receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of  products, 
etc.  Tne  total  value  of  shipments  and  other 
receipts  of  establishments  classified  in  the 
Wallpaper  Industry  amounted  to  $Ul  million.

the  tendency  of  the  industry  to  manufacture  other 
products  such  as  wall  cloth. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $35.^  million  of 
machine,  screen  and  hand -printed  wallpaper  were 
shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products.  Of 
this  total,  $3^-9  million  or  99  percent,  were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2693) 
Wallpaper,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.

During  1958,  manufactures  in  the  Enve- 
lopes Industry  shipped  products  valued  at  $270 
million,  an  increase  of  31  percent  over  1954, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  an 
increase  of  11  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  17.6  thousand  employees  in  1958.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Paperboard  Boxes  Industry  shipped  products  val- 
ued at  $2,728  million,  an  increase  of  24  percent 
over  1954-,  according  to  preliminary  results  ob- 
tained from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  con- 
ducted by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  in- 
dustry showed  an  increase  of  6  percent  from  1954 
to  1958  to  a  total  of  141.0  thousand  employees 
in  1958.  VuLae  added  by  manufacture  in  the  in- 
dustry amounted  to  $1,108  million  in  1958,  an 
increase  of  23  percent  from  1954  when  the  pre- 


vious census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived 
by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels, 
etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids  the 
duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which  re- 
sults from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manufac- 
turing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

The  Paperboard  Boxes  Industry  Includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  paperboard  containers  or  boxes  from  pur- 
chased paperboard  or  fiber  stock.  Important 
products  of  this  industry  include  corrugated  and 
ruled  fiberboard  boxes,  setup  boxes,  folding 
boxes  except  sanitary  fold  containers,  and  vul- 
canized fiber  boxes.  This  report  does  not  in- 
clude figures  for  administrative  offices,  ware- 
houses, garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which 
service  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  194-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954- .  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Paperboard  Boxes 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  de- 
scribed above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Paperboard  Boxes  Industry  amounted  to 
$2,728  million.  Of  this  total,  $2,532  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $139  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $57  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  95  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and  sec- 
ondary) .     The  1954  ratio  was  96  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which     is  the  total  value     of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $2,597  mil- 
lion of  Paperboard  Boxes  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$2,532  million,  or  98  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2671,  Paperboard 
Boxes,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States .  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  3963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census .  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  s ingle - 
establishment  companies .

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Fiber  Cans, 
Tubes,  Drums,  and  Similar  Products  Industry  con- 
sisted not  only  of  products  described  above  as 
primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  included  the 
value  of  secondary  products  (which  are  primary 
in  other  industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts 
for  contract  work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The 
total  value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  Fiber  Cans , 
Tubes,  Drums,  and  Similar  Products  Industry 
amounted  to  $161  million.  Of  this  total,  $152 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$5  million  were  products  primary  to  other  indus- 
tries', and  $4  million  were  receipts  for  miscel- 
laneous activities .  The  industry  shipments  of 
primary  products  represented  97  percent  of  the 


total  manufactured  product  shipments   (primary 
and  secondary).   The  1954  ratio  was  97  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appear- 
ing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $182  million  of 
paperboard  cans ,  tubes ,  and  drums ,  and  paper- 
board  cones ,  reels ,  spools ,  bobbins  and  blocks , 
and  other  vulcanized  fiber  products  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products .  Of  this 
total,  $152  million,  or  83  percent,  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2674-,  Fiber 
Cans ,  Tubes ,  Drums ,  and  Similar  Products ,  while 
the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls ,  cost  of  materials ,  value  of  shipments , 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry.

A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1951*-'  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 


VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Die -Cut  Paper  and 
Board  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  «nrl 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Die -Cut  Paper  and  Board  Industry  amounted 
to  $2^7  million.  Of  this  total,  $213  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $16  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $18  million  were  receipts  from  resales  and 
miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  ship- 
ments of  primary  products  represented  93  percent 
of  the  total  manufactured  product  shipments 
(primary  and  secondary).  The  195^  ratio  was  88 
percent. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3?  indicates  that  $266  million  of  die- 
cut  office  supplies  such  as  index,  file,  guide 
and  other  cut  cards,  machine  tabulation  and  time 
recorder  cards,  paper  bottle -caps  and  tops  and 
manufactured  cardboard  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $213 
million,  or  80  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2691,  Die -Cut  Paper  and 
Board,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND

During  1958,  value  added  by  manufac- 
ture In  the  Paper  Coating  and  Glazing  Industry 
amounted  to  $278  million, a  decrease  of  2  percent 
from  1954-  when  the  previous  census  was  taken, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Value  of  shipments  in  this  industry  amounted  to 
$706  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  10  percent 
over  1954.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  13  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  24.2  thousand  employees  in 


1958.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the 
cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of 
shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufac- 
turing industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  ad- 
justments have  been  made  in  the  money  figures 
shown  in  this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels 
from  1954  to  1958.

During  1953,  manufacturers  in  the  Paper 
and  Board  Products,  Not  Elsewhere  Classified 
Industry  shipped  products  valued  at  »pl,97i*-  mil- 
lion, an  increase  of  53  percent  over  195^ 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  an 
increase  of  11  percent  from  195^  to  1958  "to  a 
total  of  8O.9  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$791+  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  52  percent 
from  195^  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments .  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value 
of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas .  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
195^  to  1958.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  500,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single -establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies .  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees ,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports . 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Paper  and  Board 
Products,  N.E.C,  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of 
secondary  products  (which  are  primary  in  other 
industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts  for 
contract  work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The 
total  value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  Paper  and  Board 
Products,  N.E.C,  Industry  amounted  to  $1,97^ 
million.  Of  this  total,  $1,660  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $2l8  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  $92 
million  were  receipts  from  resale  of  products, 


and  ijA-  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  88  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary)  The  195^  ratio  was  90  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3>  indicates  that  $1,882  mil- 
lion of  paper  and  board  products,  n.e.c,  were 
shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products .  '  Of 
this  total,  $1,660  million,  or  88  percent,  were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2699; 
Paper  and  Board  Products,  N.E.C,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  industry 
will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports,  which 
will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at  a 
later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
"secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  various 
statistical  items  such  as  "employment,"  "value 
added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and  final 
reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months .  A  series  of  prelim- 
inary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and 
totals  for  each  State  are  being  issued.  Final 
industry  reports  and  final  State  reports  will  be 
published  during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Book 
Printing  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
$350  million,  an  increase  of  56  percent  over 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Canmerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  22  percent  from  1954-  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  27.8  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  indus- 
try amounted  to  $222  million  in  1958,  an  increase 
of  53  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954-  to  1958.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  195b  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establislunent  companies'.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so ,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more,  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1951+-  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Book  Printing 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Book  Printing  Industry  amounted  to  $350 
million.  Of  this  total,  $2W3  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $96  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $6 
million  were  receipts  for  resales  and  miscella- 
neous activities.  The  industry  shipments  of 
primary  products  represented  72  percent  of  the 
total  manufactured  product  shipments  (primary 
and  secondary).  The  195k  ratio  was  7b  percent. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1+17  million  of  books 
and  pamphlets  printed  only,  and  printed  and  bound, 
were  shipped  by  all  producers  of  these  products. 
Of  this  total,  $2Ub'  million,  or  59  percent,  were 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2732, 
Book  Printing,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc . ) .

The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1010 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  IO09.  For 
195t>,  i"t  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196^ 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963-  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Miscellaneous 
Publishing  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  prod- 
ucts described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry, 
but  also  included  the  value  cf  secondary  products 
(which  are  p  imary  in  other  industries ) ,  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Miscellaneous  Publishing  Industry  amounted 
to  $31^  million.  Of  this  total,  $272  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $27  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $15  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities  and  resales.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  91  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments (primary 
and  secondary).  Hie  195^  ratio  was  65  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $310  million  of  such 
items  as  directories,  catalogs,  business  service 
publications,  racing  forms,  sheet  music  and 
shopping  news  were  reported  by  all  publishers  of 
these  products.  Of  this  total,  $272  million,  or 
88  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  27^1,  Miscellaneous  _  Publishing,  while 
the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Books,  Publishing  and  Printing  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $1,023  million,  an  increase 
of  44  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  16  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  40.1  thousand 
employees  in  1958 .  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $605  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  4-9  percent  from  1954  when  the

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Nev/spapers  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
$3,643  million,  an  increase  of  18  percent  over 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
shov/ed  an  increase  of  5  percent  from  195^  to  1958 
to  a  total  of  296.O  thousand  employees  in  1958. 
Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  v2,551  million  in  1958,  an  increase 
of  18  percent  from  1951*-  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments .  It  avoids  the  duplication  i 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  estabi; 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas .  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
195^  to  1958.

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1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


The  Newspapers  Industry  includes  estab- 
lishments engaged  primarily  in  publishing  news- 
papers, or  in  publishing  and  printing  newspapers . 
Job  printing  is  frequently  carried  on  by  estab- 
lishments engaged  in  publishing  and  printing 
nev/spapers ,  but  even  though  the  job  printing  may 
be  of  major  importance,  such  establishments  are 
included  in  this  industry.  For  the  purposes  of 
the  Census  of  Manufactures,  the  term  "newspaper" 
has  been  treated,  in  1958  as  in  195^ >  as  includ- 
ing those  publications  issued  at  regular  fre- 
quencies which  contain  news  of  interest  to  the 
general  public .  This  report  does  not  include 
figures  for  administrative  offices,  warehouses, 
garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service 
manufacturing  establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1959 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^>  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Newspapers 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscel- 
laneous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products ,  etc .  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Newspapers  Industry  amounted  to  $3,648  mil- 
lion. Of  this  total,  $3,491  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $125  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $32 
million  were  receipts  from  resales  and  for 
miscellaneous  activities .  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  96  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (primary 
and  secondary).  The  195^  ratio  was  95  percent. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products   of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3>  indicates  that  $3>^91  mil- 
lion of  receipts  from  newspaper  publishing  were 
reported.   All  of  these  receipts  were  reported 
by  establishments  classified  in  Industry  2711 
(see  description  of  industry). 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty -seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8l0 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958.  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  I963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958.;  manufacturers  in  the 
Periodicals  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
■,;i,68l  million,  an  increase  of  14  percent  over 
195^?  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1953  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  6  percent  from  195^  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  65.9  thousand  employees  in 
1958-  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  j935  million  in  1958;  an  increase  of 
16  percent  from  195^  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
195^  to  1953.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


The  Periodicals  Industry  includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  publishing 
periodicals,  or  in  preparing,  publishing,  and 
printing  periodicals .  These  establishments 
carry  on  the  various  operations  necessary  for 
issuing  periodicals,  but  may  or  may  not  perform 
their  own  printing.  This  report  does  not  include 
figures  for  administrative  offices,  warehouses, 
garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service 
manufacturing  establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195'+-  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Periodicals 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscel- 
laneous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Periodicals  Industry  amounted  to  §l,68l 
million.  Of  this  total,  $1,556  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  :?110  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
;)35  million  were  receipts  for  resales  and 
miscellaneous  activities .  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  93  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (primary 
and  secondary).  The  195^  ratio  was  95  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3 >  indicates  that  £1,588  mil- 
lion of  receipts  from  publishers'  sale  of 
periodicals.  Of  this  total,  $1,536  million,  or 
97  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  2721,  Periodicals,  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped,  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc. )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8l0 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963-  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

Manufacturers '  shipments  of  Manifold 
Business  Form  products  during  1958  amounted  to 
$374-  milli6n,  according  to  the  preliminary  re- 
sults obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce. 

Of  the  total  shipments  reported,  $169.2 
million  or  4-5  percent  were  of  the  continuous 
type;  $159.5  million  or  43  percent  were  unit-set; 
and  $45.2  million  or  12  percent  were  sales  and 
other  manifold  books.  The  largest  single. re- 
ported product  was  unit-set  forms,  specially 
printed,  with  a  value  of  $126.3  million,  followed 
by  continuous,  strip  -  specially  printed,  at 
$92.3  million.  Of  the  total  Manifold  Business 
Forms  products,  53  percent  were  produced  in  the 
Commercial  Printing,  Except  Lithographic,  Indus- 
try, 38  percent  in  the  Lithographing  Industry, 
and  9  percent  in  the  Blankbooks  and  Paper  Ruling 
Industry. 


Detailed  product  statistics  for  1958 
are  shown  in  the  accompanying  table.  Correspond- 
ing 1954  figures  are  not  included  for  comparison 
because  "Other  Business  Forms"  were  included 
with  Manifold  Business  Forms  in  1954  and,  there- 
fore, the  data  are  not  comparable. 

Detailed  figures  for  the  Manifold  Busi- 
ness Form  Manufacturing  Industry  will  appear  in 
the  final  Census  reports,  which  will  be  published 
and  offered  for  sale  at  a  later  date.

Receipts  by  commercial  printing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States  in  1958  amounted 
to  $4,283  million  as  reported  in  the  Census  of 
Manufactures,  according  to  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  This  rep- 
resents a  billion  dollar  increase  over  the 
$3,285  million  recorded  in  the  1954  Census, 
the  last  complete  census  prior  to  1958.  (See 
table   1  for  details.  ) 

This  report  combines  for  convenience  of 
reference  the  information  formerly  released  in 
the  following  separate  preliminary  industry  and 
product  reports  prepared  on  the  basis  of  the 
1945  Standard  Industrial  Classification  System: 
Commercial  Printing,  Except  Lithographing, 
Industry  (2751);  Lithographing  Industry  (2761); 
and  Engraving  and  Plate  Printing  Industry 
(2792). 

Commercial  printing  establishments  are 
defined  as  those  engaged  primarily  in  com- 
mercial or  job  printing  by  any  process  (letter- 
press, lithography,  gravure,  screen,  etc.  ), 
except  printing  of  books,  pamphlets,  and  greet- 
ing cards.  It  does  not  include  captive  printing 
unless  recognized  and  reported  as  a  separate 
establishment. 


These  data  have  been  summarized  and 
presented  by  Census  year  since  1939  on  the  old 
Standard  Industrial  Classification  system  basis 
for  purposes  of  historical  comparison.  When 
published    in   the     final      Industry    Report,       the 


new  Standard  Industrial  Classification  sy6tem 
adopted  in  1957  will  be  followed,  whicft  will 
exclude  establishments  primarily  manufactur- 
ing manifold  business  forms  (See  footnote  4 
to  table   1.  ) 

Table  3  in  this  report  shows  the  total 
dollar  value  of  receipts  for  printing  specific 
products  classified  in  commercial  printing 
industries,  wherever  made,  and  provides  in- 
formation about  the  extent  to  which  individual 
printing  processes  are  used.  The  basic  dif- 
ference between  the  value  of  printed  products 
shown  in  this  table  and  the  total  "value  of 
shipments"  for  the  industries  included  in  table 
1  Is  due  to  the  exclusion  of  manifold  business 
forms  from  table  3.  Data      showing  receipts 

for  printing  manifold  business  forms,  books, 
pamphlets,  and  greeting  cards  are  shown  in 
footnote   1  of  table   3. 

Table  2  reflects  an  attempt  for  the  first 
time,  in  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures,  to 
measure  the  significance  of  printing  in  paper 
and  board  converting  industries  by  recording 
the  total  number  of  employees  engaged  directly 
in  printing  (composing,  plate  making,  printing, 
etc.  ).  Each  establishment  was  also  asked  to 
indicate  the  type  of  press  equipment  operated. 
The  data  shown  in  table  2  for  number  of  estab- 
lishments reporting  a  specific  type  of  press 
should  not  be  regarded  as  the  total  number  of 
presses  since  more  than  one  press  of  a  given 
type  may  have  been  operated  in  a  single  estab- 
lishment.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Miscellaneous  Bookbinding  Work  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $39  million,  an  increase  of 
77  percent  over  195^>  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of 
Manufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the 
Census ,  Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employ- 
ment in  this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  33 
percent  from  195^  to  1958  to  a  total  of  h 
thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by 
manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $27 
million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  60  percent  from 
195^-  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.   Value 


added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments. 
It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  ship- 
ments which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of 
some  manufacturing  establishments  as  materials 
by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best 
value  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
195^  to  1958.

1958  CENSUS  OF  MANUFACTURES 


The  Miscellaneous  Bookbinding  Work 
Industry  includes  establishments  engaged  pri- 
marily in  book  or  paper  bronzing,  gilding,  and 
edging;  in  map  and  sample  mounting;  and  other 
services  related  to  bookbinding.  This  report 
does  not  include  figures  for  administrative 
offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary 
units  which  service  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries. 
The  final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957 
edition  of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  exten- 
sive revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the 
manufacturing  sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^ •  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Miscellaneous 
Bookbinding  Work  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of 
secondary  products  (which  are  primary  in  other 
industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts  for 
contract  work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The 
total  value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  Miscellaneous 
Bookbinding  Work  Industry  amounted  to  $39  mil- 
lion. Of  this  total,  $3^  million  were  products 
primary  to  the  industry,  with  the  $5  million 
representing  products  primary  to  other  indus- 
tries, and  miscellaneous  receipts.  The  industry 
shipments  of  primary  products  represented  87 
percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product  ship- 
ments (primary  and  secondary).  The  195^  ratio 
was  84  percent. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers .  The  latter  figure , 
appearing  in  table  3>  indicates  that  $4-3  million 
of  receipts  from  miscellaneous  bookbinding  work 
were  reported  by  all  establishments.  Of  this 
total,  $34  million,  or  79  percent  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2789  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 


More  detailed  figures  for  this  industry 
will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports,  which 
will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at  a 
later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
"secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  various 
statistical  items  such  as  "employment,"  "value 
added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and  final 
reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months.

During  1958,  manufacturers  In  the 
Lithographing  Industry  shipped  products  valued 
at  $L/^71*  million,  an  increase  of  k&  percent  over 
195^,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  26  percent  from  195^  to 
1953  to  a  total  of  97.5  thousand  employees  in 
1958'  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $872  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
4-8  percent  from  195^  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
195^  to  1958.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies .  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^ •  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Lithographing 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscel- 
laneous receipts,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The 
total  value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  Lithographing 
Industry  amounted  to  $1,47*4-  million.  Of  this 
total,  $1,152  million  were  products  primary  to 
the  industry,  $271  million  were  products  primary 
to  other  industries,  $34  million  represented 
resales  of  products,   and  $17  million  were 


receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The 
industry  shipments  of  primary  products  repre- 
sented 8l  percent  ■  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The 
195^  ratio  was  82  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3/  indicates  that  $1,1+43  mil- 
lion of  receipts  from  commercial  lithographing 
were  reported  by  all  manufacturing  establish- 
ments. Of  this  total,  $1,152  million,  or  80  per- 
cent, were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  2761,  Lithographing,  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3 )  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for-  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production, "  as  well  as  the 
various  statistical  items  such  as  "employment, " 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  prelim- 
inary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry 
reports  and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Commercial  Printing,  Except  Lithographic,  Industry 
shipped  products  valued  at  $2,725  million,  as  of' 
preliminary  results  obtained  from  the  I95S 
Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  Average 
employment  in  this  industry  showed  a  decrease 
of  0.5  percent  from  195^  to  1958  to  a  total  of 
199-5  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by 
manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $1,591 
million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  9  percent  from 
1951*  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.       Value 


added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments. 
It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  ship- 
ments which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of 
some  manufacturing  establishments  as  materials 
by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best 
value  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
195^  to  1958.

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The  Commercial  Printing,  Except  Litho- 
graphic, Industry  includes  establishments  engaged 
primarily  in  commercial  or  job  printing  by 
letterpress,  gravure,  screen,  and  other  printing 
processes,  except  lithography.

The  final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957 
edition  of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  exten- 
sive revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the 
manufacturing  sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single-establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies .  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^ •  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Commercial 
Printing,  Except  Lithographic,  Industry  consisted 
not  only  of  products  described  above  as  primary 
to  the  industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of 
secondary  products  (which  are  primary  in  other 
industries),  miscellaneous  receipts,  resale  of 
products ,  etc .  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
_the  Commercial  Printing,  Except  Lithographic,, 
Industry  amounted  to  $2,723  million.  Of  this 
total,  $2,267  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry,  $365  million  were  products 
primary  to  other  industries,  $72  million  repre- 
sented resales  of  products  and  $19  million 
were   receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities. 


The  industry  shipments  of  primary  products 
represented  86  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The 
195**-  ratio  was 85  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $2,7l4  mil- 
lion of  receipts  from  commercial  printing,  except 
lithographing  were  reported  by  all  producers  of 
these  products.  Of  this  total,  $2,267  million, or 
8k  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  2751,  Commercial  Printing,  Except 
Lithographic,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S .•  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production, "  as  well  as  the 
various  statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  prelim- 
inary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry 
reports  and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  .  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the' 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  establishments  in  the 
Greeting  Card  Manufacturing  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $289  million,  an  increase  of 
31  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase,  of  1  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  21.5  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $178  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  32  percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  de- 
rived by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials , 
fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of  shipments .  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others , 
and  is  for  most  purposes ,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports . 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Greeting  Card 
Manufacturing  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries ) , 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Greeting  Card  Manufacturing 
Industry  amounted  to  $289  million.  Of  this 
total,  $255  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $16  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  $15  million  represented  re- 
sales of  products ,  and  $3  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  ship- 
ments of  primary  products  represented  94  percent 
of  the  total  manufactured  product  shipments 
(primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was  93 
percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $275  million  of  re- 
ceipts from  publishers '  sales  of  greeting  cards 
and  the  printing  of  greeting  cards  for  publica- 
tion by  others  were  reported  by  all  producers  of 
these  products.  Of  this  total,  $255  million,  or 
93  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  2771,  Greeting  Card  Manufacturing,  while 
the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  other  industries . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls ,  cost  of  materials ,  value  of  shipments , 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports , 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents , 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States .  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight . 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering"  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years .

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Bookbinding  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
$14-3  million,  an  increase  of  23  percent  over 
1954- ,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  an  increase  of  4  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  17.9  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $105  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
22  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Loose -Leaf  Binders  and  Devices  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $112  million,  an  increase  of 
39  percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census , 
Department  of  Commerce .

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Industrial  Inorganic  Chemicals,  Not  Elsewhere 
Classified.  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
2,567  million,  an  increase  of  41  percent  over 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Com- 
merce. Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  6  percent  from  1954-  to  1958 
to  a  total  of  85.1  thousand  employees  in  1958. 
Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  1,373  million  in  1958,  an  increase 
of  36  percent  from  1954-  when  the  previous  census 
was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  same  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 


the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufac- 
turing industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  ad- 
justments have  been  made  in  the  money  figures 
shown  in  this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels 
from  1954  to  1958. 

The  Inorganic  Chemicals,  N.E.C.,  In- 
dustry includes  establishments  engaged  primarily 
in  the  manufacture  of  inorganic  chemicals  which 
are  not  elsewhere  classified.  Important  products 
of  this  industry  include  inorganic  acids  such  as 
boric,  hydrochloric,  hydrofluoric,  nitric,  and 
phosphoric;  inorganic  salts  of  sodium, potassium, 
aluminum,  calcium,  chromium,  magnesium,  mercury, 
nickel,  silver,  and  tin;  inorganic  compounds 
such  as  alums,  calcium  carbide,  sodium  silicate, 
ammonium  compounds,  anH  anhydrous  ammonia;  nnri 
elemental  bromine  and  iodine.

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The  statistics  in  tables  1  and  2  in- 
clude information  for  government -owned  plants 
operated  by  private  firms  for  the  account  of  the 
Federal  Government  but  exclude  the  activities  of 
government -owned  and/or  operated  plants .  Table

The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in1  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  195$ 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^-  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Inorganic 
Chemicals,  N.E.C.,  Industry  consisted  not  only 
of  products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of  second- 
ary products  (which  are  primary  in  other  indus- 
tries), jand  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract 
work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value 
of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Inorganic  Chemicals,  N.E.C., 
Industry  amounted  to  $2,567  million.  Of  this 
total,  $1,413  million  were  products  primary  to 
the  industry,  $194  million  were  products  primary 
to  other  industries ,  and  $960  million  were  re- 


ceipts for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  indus- 
try shipments  of  primary  products  represented  88 
percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product  ship- 
ments (primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio 
was  87  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers .  The  latter  figure , 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  tha  $1,784  mil- 
lion of  Inorganic  Chemicals,  Not  Elsewhere 
Classified  were  shipped  of  all  producers  of  these 
products.  Of  this  total,  $1,413  million,  or  79 
percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  2819,  Inorganic  Chemicals,  N.E.C., 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 


More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  I960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Cyclic  (Coal-Tar)  Crudes  Industry  shipped  prod- 
ucts valued  at  $116.3  million,  an  increase  of  4-7 
percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  re- 
sults obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Uanuf  ac- 
tures  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  an  increase  of  10  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  2.1  thousand  em- 
ployees in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to $29.9  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  35     percent     from    1954     when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  de- 
rived by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

1958  CENSUS  OF   MANUFACTURES 


The  Cyclic  (Coal-Tar)  Crudes  Industry 
includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  crudes  from  coal-tar.  Such  crudes 
include  (l)  light  oils  and  light  oil  products 
such  as  benzene  and  toluene;  (2)  coal-tar  acids 
such  as  creosols  and  cresylic  acidj  and  (3)  prod- 
ucts of  medium  and  heavy  oil  such  as  creosote 
oil,  napthalene,  anthracene,  and  their  higher 
homologues,  and  tar.  Other  products  manufactured 
from  coal  tar  included  in  this  industry  are 
xylene,  solvent  naptha,  road  tar  and  pitch  of 
tar.  This  report  does  not  include  figures  for 
administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or 
other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  194-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  •Industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954-.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Cyclic  (Coal -Tar) 
Crude  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Cyclic  (Coal -Tar)  Crudes  Industry  amounted 
to  $116.3  million.  Of  this  total,  $86.8  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $26.9 
million  were  products  primary  to  other  indus- 
tries, and  $2.6  million  were  resales  and  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry 
.shipments  of  primary  products  represented  76 
percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product  ship- 
ments (primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954-  ratio 
was  82  percent. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appear- 
ing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $104.6  million  of 
Cyclic  (Coal -Tar)  Crudes  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$86.8  million,  or  83  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  industry  2821,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the. primary  products  of  the  industry. 

publication  program  and  background 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manuf actures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  nest  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

The  Explosives  Industry  includes  es- 
tablishments engaged  primarily  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  explosives  such  as  sporting  powder, 
■blasting  powder,  high  explosives,  nitrated  car- 
bohydrates, safety  fuses,  and  blasting  and  det- 
onating caps.  Included  in  this  industry  are 
Government-owned  plants  operated  by  private 
firms  for  the  account  of  the  Federal  Government. 
This  report  does  not  include  figures  for  admin- 
istrative offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing 
establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  194-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies .  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Explosives  Indus- 
try consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscel- 
laneous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products ,  etc .  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Explosives  Industry  amounted to  $228  million. 
Of  this  total,  $162  million  were  products  pri- 
mary to  the  industry,  $5  million  were  products 
primary  to  other  industries,  and  $61  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities  including 
value  of  explosives,  produced  in  Government-owned 
plants .  The  industry  shipments  of  primary  prod- 
ucts represented  98  percent  of  the  total  manu- 
factured product  shipments  (primary  and  second- 
ary) .  The  1954-  ratio  was  98  percent . 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $170  million 
of  Explosives  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of 
these  products.  Of  this  total,  $162  million,  or 
96  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  2826,  Explosives,  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  in- 
dustries . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls ,  cost  of  materials ,  value  of  shipments , 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole .  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).

1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades .  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Organic  Chemicals,  Not  Elsewhere  Classified, 
Industry  shipped  products  valued  at  $3,158  mil- 
lion, an  increase  of  ^1  percent  over  195^, 
according  to  preliminary  results  obtained  from 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce. 
Average  employment  in  this  industry  showed  an 
increase  of  17  percent  from  195^  to  1958  to  a 
total  of  78.7  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value 
added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to 
$1,695  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  kk  percent 
from  1951*-  when  the  previous  census  was  taken. 


Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost 
of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  ship- 
ments. It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Synthetic  Fibers  Industry  shipped  products  val- 
ued at  $1,421  million,  an  increase  of  14-  percent 
over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  ob- 
tained from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  con- 
ducted by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  indus- 
try showed  an  increase  of  1  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  61.5  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  indus- 
try amounted  to  $835  million  in  1958,  an  in- 
crease of  19  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous 


census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by 
subtracting  the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc., 
from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplica- 
tion in  the  value  of  shipments  which  results 
from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manufacturing 
establishments  as  materials  by  others,  and  is 
for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure  avail- 
able for  comparing  the  relative  economic  impor- 
tance of  manufacturing  industries  or  geographic 
areas.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census .  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single -establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports . 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Synthetic  Fibers 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  de- 
scribed above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Synthetic  Fibers  Industry  amounted  to 
$1,4-21  million.  Of  this  total,  $1,324  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $83  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $14  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  94  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and  sec- 
ondary).  The  1954  ratio  was  96  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 


value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,34-3  mill 
lion  of  synthetic  fibers  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$1,323  million,  or  99  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2825,  Synthetic 
Fibers,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production, "  as  well  as  the 
various  statistical  items  such  as  "employment, " 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months .  A  series  of  prelim- 
inary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry 
reports  and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  I960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8l0 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  I8O9.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

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The  Plastics  Materials  Industry  in- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  plastics  materials  in  the  form 
of  sheets,  rods,  tubes,  granules,  powders,  or 
liquids  for  use  in  further  manufacture.  This 
report  does  not  include  figures  for  administra- 
tive offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1951*-.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Plastics  Materials 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also  in- 
cluded the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscel- 
laneous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Plastics  Materials  Industry  amounted  to 
$1,848  million.  Of  this  total,  $1,565  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $250  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $33  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  86  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).   The  1954-  ratio  was  90  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $2,219  mil- 
lion of  plastics  materials  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products .  Of  this  total, 
$1,565  million,  or  71  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2823,  Plastics 
Materials,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other:' industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 


The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8l0 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958.  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industrj.es,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  195b  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196^ 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Medicinal  Chemicals,  Including  Botanicals,  Indus- 
try shipped  products  valued  at  $321  million,  an 
increase  of  14-  percent  over  1954-,  according  to 
preliminary  results  obtained  from  the  1958  Cen- 
sus of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  Average 
employment  in  this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of 
11  percent  from  1954-  to  1958  to  a  total  of  10.2 
thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by 
manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $175 
million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  22  percent  from 
1954-  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.   Value 


added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments. 
It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  ship- 
ments which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of 
some  manufacturing  establishments  as  materials 
by  others ,  and  is  for  most  purposes ,  the  best 
value  measure  available  for  comparing  the  rela- 
tive economic  importance  of  manufacturing  indus- 
tries or  geographic  areas .  No  adjustments  have 
been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in  this  re- 
port for  changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to 
1958.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Biological  Products  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  $64-  million,  a  decrease  of  4  percent 
from  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  ob- 
tained from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  con- 
ducted by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  7  percent  from  1954-  to  1958 
to  a  total  of  3.7  thousand  employees  in  1958. 
Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $39  million  in  1958,  a  decrease  of  1 
percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census  was 


taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Pharmaceutical  Preparations  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $2,587  million,  an  increase 
of  52  percent  over  1954,  according  to  prelimin- 
ary results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of 
J/anufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Cen- 
sus, Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment 
in  this  iadustry  showed  an  increase  of  7  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  81.7  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $1,884  million  in 
1958,  an  increase  of  59  percent  from  1954  when 


the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

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The  Pharmaceutical  Preparations  Indus- 
try includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in 
the  manufacture  of  drugs  in  pharmaceutical  prep- 
arations such  as  ampules ,  tablets ,  capsules , 
ointments,  medicinal  powders,  solutions,  and 
suspensions,  for  human  and  veterinary  use.  This 
report  does  not  include  figures  for  administra- 
tive offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other  aux- 
iliary units  which  service  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial .in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Pharmaceutical 
Preparations  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  in- 
dustry, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products (which  are  primary  in  other  industries), 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products ,  etc .  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Preparations 
Industry  amounted  to  $2,587  million.  Of  this 
total,  $2,211  million  were  products  primary  to 
the  industry,  $310  million  were  products  primary 
to  other  industries,  and  $66  million  were  resales 
and  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The 
industry  shipments  of  primary  products  repre- 
sented 88  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .  The 
1954  ratio  was  91  percent. 

The  total  value'  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $2,34-9  million  of 
pharmaceutical  preparations  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$2,211  million,  or  94  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2834,  Pharmaceu- 
tical Preparations,  while  the  remainder  was 
shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc. )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  eic).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 


The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty -seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1950  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

SULFONATED  OILS  AND  ASSISTANTS  INDUSTRY 
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During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Sulfonated  Oils  and  Assistants  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $62  million,  a  decrease  of  9 
percent  from  1954,  according  to  preliminary  re- 
sults obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufac- 
tures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease7  of  25  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  1.8  thousand 
employees  in.  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $26  million  in  1958, 
a  decrease  of  16  percent  frcan  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels ,  etc . ,  from  value  of  shipments .  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  tbe  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  same  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies .  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies .  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees ,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  Sulfonated  Oils  and 
Assistants  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  prod- 
ucts described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry, 
but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries ) ,  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products ,  etc .  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Sulfonated  Oils  and  Assistants  Industry 
amounted  to  $62  million.  Of  this  total,  $46 
million  were  products  primary  to  the  industry, 
$11  million  were  products  primary  to  other 
industries,  and  $5  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities .  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  80  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (pri- 
mary and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was  74 
percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $70  million  of  sulfo- 
nated oils  and  assistants  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $46 
million,  or  65  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2843,  Sulfonated  Oils  and 
Assistants,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc . )  .  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added , "  etc .  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months .  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  State  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census ,  Washington  25 ,  D .  C . 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  Census  of  Manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years .

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Cleaning  and 
Polishing  Preparations  Industry  consisted  not 
only  of  products  described  above  as  primary  to 
the  industry,  but  also  included  the  value  of 
secondary  products  (which  are  primary  in  other 
industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  con- 
tract wort,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total 
value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of  estab- 
lishments classified  in  the  Cleaning  and  Polish- 
ing Preparations  Industry  amounted  to  $84-0  mil- 
lion. Of  this  total,  $674  million  were  products 
primary  to  the  industry,  $92  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  other  industries,  and  $74-  mil- 
lion were  receipts  for  resales  and  for  miscellan- 


eous activities .  The  industry  shipments  of . 
primary  products  represented  88  percent  of  the 
total  manufactured  product  shipments  (primary 
and  secondary).  The  1954  ratio  was  80  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,475  million  of 
cleaning  and  polishing  preparations  were  shipped 
by  all  producers  of  these  products .  Of  this 
total,  $674  million,  or  46  percent,  were  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  Industry  2842,  Cleaning 
and  Polishing  Preparations ,  while  the  remainder 
was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other  indus- 
tries . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Soap 
and  Glycerin  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
$1,211  million,  an  increase  of  21  percent  over 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Com- 
merce. Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  20  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  20.7  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  indus- 
try amounted  to  $656  million  in  1958,  an  increase 
of  26  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufactur- 
ing industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjust- 
ments have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown 
in  this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954  to  1958.

The  Soap  and  Glycerin  Industry  includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  soap  in  any  form  (including  shampoos  and 
shaving  creams)  and  in  manufacturing  crude  and 
refined  glycerin.  This  report  does  not  include 
figures  for  administrative  offices,  warehouses, 
garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service 
manufacturing  establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  194-5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 


VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Soap  and  Glyc- 
erin Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and/other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Soap  and  Glycerin  Industry  amounted  to 
$1,211  million.  Of  this  total,  $1,019  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $155  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $37  million  were  receipts  for  resales  and 
for  miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  ship- 
ments of  primary  products  represented  87  percent 
of  the  total  manufactured  product  shipments 
(primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954-  ratio  was  84 
percent. 


The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $506  million  of  soap 
and  glycerin  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of 
these  products.  This  total  excludes  the  value 
of  shipments  of  synthetic  detergents  and  accounts 
primarily  for  its  being  much  smaller  than  the 
total  value  of  shipments  of  the  industry  (table 
1)  which  includes  synthetic  detergent  shipments 
of  plants  even  though  soap  manufacturing  may  be 
a  relatively  small  proportion  of  the  total  out- 
put of  the  establishment.  The  product  informa- 
tion for  synthetic  detergents  Is  shown  in  table 
3,  for  Industry  2842,  "Cleaning  and  Polishing 
Preparations . " 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  whould  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Inorganic  Color  Pigments  Industry  shipped  prod- 
ucts valued  at  $421  million,  an  increase  of  8 
percent  over  1954,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  6  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of  11.5  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $238  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  22  percent  from  1954  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is 
derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
soj  companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size.

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Inorganic  Color 
Pigments  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
or  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Inorganic  Color  Pigments  Industry  amounted 
to  $421  million.  Of  this  total,  $365  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $3^+  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $22  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.   The  industry  shipments  of  primary 


products  represented  92  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).  The  195^  ratio  was  88  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $407  million  of 
inorganic  color  pigments  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$365  million,  or  90  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2852,  Inorganic 
Color  Pigments,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries.

1958, 
an  increase  of  15  percent  from  1954-  when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  de- 
rived by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas.  No  adjustments  have  been  made  in 
the  money  figures  shown  in  this  report  for 
changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to  1958.

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The  Paints  and  Varnishes  Industry  in- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  paints  (in  paste  form  or  mixed 
ready  to  use),  varnishes,  lacquers,  japans,  en- 
amels, and  shellac.  Important  products  of  this 
industry  include  water  paints  and  calcimines 
(dry  and  paste);  paints  in  paste  form  (white  or 
red  lead  in  oil,  zinc  oxide  in  oil, colors  in  oil 
or  japan);  ready-mixed  and  semipaste  paints 
(paints  in  oil,  under-coatings  and  primers,  wall 
paints,  stains,  and  'bituminous  paints);  varnishes 
and  varnish  stains;  clear  and  pigmented  lac- 
quers; enamels;  japans,  shellac  and  dopes.  This 
report  does  not  include  figures  for  administra- 
tive offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or  other 
auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing  es- 
tablishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  I9U5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  'for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  I95U.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Paints  and  Var- 
nishes Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Paints  and  Varnishes  Industry  amounted  to 
$1,809  million.  Of  this  total,  |1, 587- million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $123  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 


and  $99  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  93  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and  sec- 
ondary). The  1954  ratio  was  95  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,638  mil- 
lion of  paints  and  varnishes  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total, 
$1,587  million,  or  97  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2851,  Paints  and 
Varnishes,  while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

1956,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

During  1958,  value  added  by  manufac- 
ture in  the  Gum  Naval  Stores  Industry  amounted

(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in-

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Fatty  Acid 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  de- 
scribed above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  re- 
sale of  products^  etc.  The  total  value  of  ship- 
ments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  theTatty  Acids  Industry  amounted 
to  $66.7  million.

The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $58.8 
million  of  fatty  acids  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.

Of  this 
total,  $88  million  were  products  primary  to  the 
industry,  $17  million  were  products  primary  to 
other  industries,  and  $5  million  were  receipts 
for  miscellaneous  activities.   The   industry 


shipments  of  primary  products  represented  84- 
percent  of  the  total  manufactured  product  ship- 
ments (primary  and  secondary) .  The  1954  ratio 
was  94  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3,  indicates  that  $91  million 
of  linseed  oil  products  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $88 
million,  or  96  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2882,  Linseed  Oil  Mills, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries. 

Monthly  data  relating  to  receipts  of 
raw  materials  and  quantities  crushed,  are  pub- 
lished by  the  (Census  Bureau)  Current  Industrial 
Reports  Series  M20J,  "Vegetable  Oil  Crushers." 
Information  regarding  the  consumption  of  fats 
and  oils  by  class  of  product  also  appears  in 
Current  Industrial  Reports  Series  M20K,  "Pro- 
duction, Consumption  in  Selected  Products: 
Factory  and  Warehouse  Stocks."  For  Most  of  the 
products  shown  in  table  3,  the  production  figures 
are  in  rather  close  agreement  with  those  com- 
piled and  published  each  month  in  Current  Indus- 
trial Reports  Series  M20  (For  a  detailed  com- 
parison, see  Facts  for  Industry  Series  M28-1-08, 
"Animal  and  Vegetable  Fats  and  Oils,  1958). 
Differences  are  attributable  mainly  to  fiscal 
year  reporting  by  a  number  of  large  companies  in 
the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures.  Variations  in 
reporting,  minor  differences  in  coverage,  and 
misinterpretation  of  reporting  instructions  (the 
census  statistics  for  refined  oils  include  some 
small  quantities  or  cooking  oils  and  salad  oils, 
which  should  have  been  reported  as  such)  are 
other  factors  affecting  comparability  of  data 
from  the  two  surveys. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  was 
conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight.

ducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce,  Average  employment  in  this  indus- 
try showed  an  increase  of  4  percent  from  1954  to 
1958  to  a  total  of  12  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Adjusted  value  added  by  manufacture  in 
the  industry  amounted  to  $124  million  in  1958, 
an  increase  of  29  percent  from  1954  when  the 
previous  census  was  taken.     Adjusted  value  added 


is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments  and  adding 
the  net  change  in  finished  products  and  work-in- 
process  inventory.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in 
the  value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the 
use  of  products  of  some  manufacturing  establish- 
ments as  materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most 
purposes,  the  best  value  measure  available  for 
comparing  the  relative  economic  importance  of 
manufacturing  industries  or  geographic  areas.

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The  Grease  and  Tallow  Industry  includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  rendering 
of  inedible  -grease  and  tallow  from  animal  fat, 
bones,  and  meat  scraps.  Plants  classified  in 
this  industry  usually  render  grease  and  tallow 
from  secondary  sources,  such  as  materials  from 
restaurants  and  butcher  shops,  and  from  dead 
stock.  Tankage,  meat  scraps  and  bonemeal  for 
feed  or  fertilizer  are  important  byproducts  of 
the  rendering  process .  This  report  does  not 
include  figures  for  administrative  offices, 
warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units 
which  service  manufacturing  establishments .

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  conducted 
by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each  estab- 
lishment. Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of 
almost  300,000  manufacturing  establishments 
covered  in  the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by 
single -establishment  companies.  A  single  report 
was  obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms 
operating  more  than  one  establishment  were 
required  to  submit  a  report  for  each  separate 
location.  Also,  companies  engaged  in  distinctly 
different  lines  of  activity  at  one  location 
submitted  separate  reports  if  the  company  records 
permitted  such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate 
activities  were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Grease  and 
Tallow  Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Grease  and  Tallow  Industry  amounted  to 
$326  million.  Of  this  total,  $26^  million  were 
products  primary  to  the  industry,  $36  million 
were  products  primary  to  other  industries,  and 
$26  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities .  The  industry  shipments  of   primary 


products  represented  88  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and 
secondary).  The  195^  ratio  was  88  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  J>,  indicates  that  $^36  million 
of  grease  and  tallow  were  shipped  by  all  pro- 
ducers of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $264 
million,  or  6l  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants 
classified  in  Industry  2886,  Grease  and  Tallow, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries . 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3 )  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  industry 
will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports,  which 
will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at  a 
later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
"secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  various 
statistical  items  such  as  "employment,"  "value 
added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and  final 
reports  will  be  issued  for  other  industries 
during  the  coming  months .

The  Printing  Ink  Industry  includes 
establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  printing  ink,  gravure  ink,  screen  proc- 
ess ink,  and  lithographic  ink.  This  report  does 
not  include  figures  for  administrative  offices, 
warehouses,  garages,  or  other  auxiliary  units 
which  service  manufacturing  establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  I9J+5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Printing  Ink 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  de- 
scribed above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries),  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Printing  Ink  Industry  amounted  to  $223 
million.  Of  this  total,  $199  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industry,  $18  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $6 
million  were  for  resales  and  receipts  for  mis- 
cellaneous activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  91  percent  of 
the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (pri- 
mary and  secondary).  The  1951*  ratio  was  90 
percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the   industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  ship- 
ped by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  ap- 
pearing in  table  3,  indicates  that  $206  million 
of  printing  inks  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $199  million, 
or  97  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  2891,  Printing  Ink  while  the  remain- 
der was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in  other 
industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus-

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Carbon  Black  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
$122  million,  an  increase  of  19  percent  over 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of 
Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  industry 
showed  a  decrease  of  3  percent  from  1954  to  1958 
to  a  total  of  3.3  thousand  employees  in  1958. 
Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  industry 
amounted  to  $74  million  in  1958,  an  increase  of 
23  percent  from  1954  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufac- 
turing industries  or  geographic  areas.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the  Glue 
and  Gelatin  Industry  shipped  products  valued  at 
$194  million,  an  increase  of  29  percent  over 
1954,  according  to  preliminary  results  obtained 
from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  conducted 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department  of  Com- 
merce. Average  employment  in  this  industry,  at  a 
total  of  6.8  thousand  employees  in  1958,  showed 
no  change  from  1954-  to  1958.  Value  added  by 
manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $84  mil- 
lion in  1958,  an  increase  of  24-  percent  from 
1954  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.  Value 


added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments. 
It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  ship- 
ments which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of 
some  manufacturing  establishments  as  materials 
by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best 
value  measure  available  for  comparing  the  rela- 
tive economic  importance  of  manufacturing  indus- 
tries or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments  have 
been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in  this 
report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from  1954  to 
1958.

Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single- 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Glue  and  Gelatin 
Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products  described 
above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but  also 
included  the  value  of  secondary  products  (which 
are  primary  in  other  industries),  and  miscella- 
neous receipts  for  contract  work,  resale  of 
products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments  and 
other  receipts  of  establishments  classified  in 
the  Glue  and  Gelatin  Industry  amounted  to  $194 
million.  Of  this  total,  $161  million  were  prod- 
ucts primary  to  the  industiy,  $22  million  were 
products  primary  to  other  industries,  and  $11 
million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous  activi- 
ties. The  industry  shipments  of  primary  products 
represented  88  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary) .  The 
1954  ratio  was  87  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $224  million  of  glues 
and  gelatins  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of 
these  products.  Of  this  total,  $161  million,  or 
72  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industiy  2894,  Glue  and  Gelatin,  while  the  re- 
mainder was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc . )  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industiy  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industiy. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industiy  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industiy  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  1960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964- 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Compressed  and 
Liquefied  Gases  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the  indus- 
try, but  also  included  the  value  of  secondary 
products  (which  are  primary  in  other  industries) 
and  miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work, 
resale  of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of 
shipments  and  other  receipts  of  establishments 
classified  in  the  Compressed  and  Liquefied  Gases 
Industry  amounted  to  $276  million.  Of  this  total, 
$222  million  were  products  primary  to  the  indus- 
try, $7  million  were  products  primary  to  other 
industries,  and  $47  million  were  receipts  for 
miscellaneous  activities.  The  industry  shipments 
of  primary  products  represented  97  percent  of 


the  total  manufactured  product  shipments  (pri- 
mary and  .secondary) .  The  1954-  ratio  was  99 
percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  industry,  should 
be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total  value  of 
primary  products  of  the  industry  shipped  by  all 
producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing  in  table 
3,  indicates  that  $264  million  of  compressed  and 
liquefied  gases  were  shipped  by  all  producers  of 
these  products.  Of  this  total,  $223  million,  or 
84  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
Industry  2896,  Compressed  and_Liquefied  Gases, 
while  the  remainder  was  shipped  .by  plants  clas- 
sified in  other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others, 
repair  work,  etc . ) .  This  fact  should  be  taken 
into  account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 


PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND

try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Insecticides  and  Fungicides  Industry  shipped 
products  valued  at  $271  million,  an  increase  of 
23  percent  over  1954 ,  according  to  preliminary 
results  obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manu- 
factures conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census, 
Department  of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in 
this  industry  showed  a  decrease  of  1  percent 
from  1954  to  1958  to  'a  total  of  6.4  thousand 
employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture 
in  the  industry  amounted  to  $80  million  in  1958, 
an  increase     of  13     percent     from  1954    when  the 


previous  census  was  taken.  Value  added  is  de- 
rived by  subtracting  the  cost  of  materials, 
fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments.  It  avoids 
the  duplication  in  the  value  of  shipments  which 
results  from  the  use  of  products  of  some  manu- 
facturing establishments  as  materials  by  others, 
and  is  for  most  purposes ,  the  best  value  measure 
available  for  comparing  the  relative  economic 
importance  of  manufacturing  industries  or  geo- 
graphic areas .

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Chemical  Products,  Not  Elsewhere  Classified, 
Industry  shipped  products  valued  at  $903  million, 
an  increase  of  57  percent  over  195^,  according 
to  preliminary  results  obtained  from  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  conducted  by  the  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  Department  of  Commerce.  Average 
employment  in  this  industry  showed  an  increase 
of  22  percent  from  1954  to  1958  to  a  total  of 
26.1  thousand  employees  in  1958.  Value  added  by 
manufacture  in  the  industry  amounted  to  $^+33 
million  in  1958,  an  increase  of  55  percent  from 
195^  when  the  previous  census  was  taken.   Value 


added  is  derived  by  subtracting  the  cost  of 
materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value  of  shipments. 
It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the  value  of  ship- 
ments which  results  from  the  use  of  products  of 
some  manufacturing  establishments  as  materials 
by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes,  the  best 
value  measure  available  for  comparing  the 
relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
195^  to  1958.

The  Chemical  Products,  N.E.C,  Industry 
includes  establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  miscellaneous  chemical  products, 
n.e.c,  such  as  household  insecticides  and 
repellents,  weed  killers,  antifreeze  and  other 
automotive  chemicals,  nonpersonal  deodorants, 
sizes,  writing  and  stamp  pad  inks,  water  treating 
compounds,  and  other  industrial  chemical  special- 
ties. This  report  does  not  include  figures  for 
administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages,  or 
other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manufacturing 
establishments . 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  19^5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  1958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  195^-  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by 
establishments  classified  in  the  Chemical 
Products,  N.E.C,  Industry  consisted  not  only  of 
products  described  above  as  primary  to  the 
industry*  but  also  included  the  value  of 
secondary  products  (which  are  primary  in  other 
industries),  and  miscellaneous  receipts  for 
contract  work,  resale  of  products,  etc.  The 
total  value  of  shipments  and  other  receipts  of 
establishments  classified  in  the  Chemical  Prod- 
ucts, N.E.C,  Industry  amounted  to  $903  million. 
Of  this  total,  $665  million  were  products  primary 
to  the  industry  $l4l  million  were  products  pri- 
mary to  other  industries,  and  $97  million  were 
receipts  for  miscellaneous  activities.  The 
industry  shipments  of  primary  products  repre- 
sented 82  percent  of  the  total  manufactured 
product  shipments  (primary  and  secondary).  The 
195^  ratio  was  8l  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 
of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 


should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  the  industry 
shipped  by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure, 
appearing  in  table  3>  indicates  that  $918  million 
of  chemical  products,  n.e.c,  were  shipped  by  all 
producers  of  these  products .  Of  this  total, 
$665  million,  or  72  percent,  were  shipped  by 
plants  classified  in  Industry  2899,  Chemical 
Products,  N.E.C, while  the  remainder  was  shipped 
by  plants  classified  in  other  industries. 


GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty -seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments in  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  l8l0 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  I809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  195^  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  196k 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.

During  1958,  manufacturers  in  the 
Toilet  Preparations  Industry  shipped  products 
valued  at  ?1,046  million,  an  increase  of  57  per- 
cent over  1954,  according  to  preliminary  results 
obtained  from  the  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
conducted  by  the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  Department 
of  Commerce.  Average  employment  in  this  indus- 
try showed  an  increase  of  19  percent  from  1954 
to  1958  to  a  total  of  29.4-  thousand  employees  in 
1958.  Value  added  by  manufacture  in  the  indus- 
try amounted  to  $688  million  in  1958,  an  increase 
of  59  percent  from  1954-  when  the  previous  census 


was  taken.  Value  added  is  derived  by  subtracting 
the  cost  of  materials,  fuels,  etc.,  from  value 
of  shipments.  It  avoids  the  duplication  in  the 
value  of  shipments  which  results  from  the  use  of 
products  of  some  manufacturing  establishments  as 
materials  by  others,  and  is  for  most  purposes, 
the  best  value  measure  available  for  comparing 
the  relative  economic  importance  of  manufacturing 
industries  or  geographic  areas.  No  adjustments 
have  been  made  in  the  money  figures  shown  in 
this  report  for  changes  in  price  levels  from 
1954-  to  1958.

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The  Toilet  Preparations  Industry  in- 
cludes establishments  engaged  primarily  in  the 
manufacture  of  perfumes,  cosmetics,  and  other 
toilet  preparations  such  as  toilet  water,  face 
powder,  rouge,  lipstick,  personal  deodorants, 
manicure  preparations,  tooth  paste  and  tooth 
powder.  This  report  does  not  include  figures 
for  administrative  offices,  warehouses,  garages, 
or  other  auxiliary  units  which  service  manufac- 
turing establishments. 

This  report  is  based  upon  the  I9I+5 
edition  of  the  Standard  Industrial  Classifica- 
tion (SIC)  Manual  definitions  of  industries.  The 
final  industry  reports  will  include  industry 
statistics  classified  according  to  the  1957  edi- 
tion of  the  SIC  Manual  which  includes  extensive 
revisions  of  industry  definitions  in  the  manu- 
facturing sector. 

ESTABLISHMENTS 

The  Census  of  Manufactures  is  con- 
ducted by  obtaining  a  separate  report  for  each 
establishment.  Businesses  with  no  employees  are 
excluded  from  the  scope  of  the  census.  Of  almost 
300,000  manufacturing  establishments  covered  in 
the  I958  Census,  most  are  operated  by  single - 
establishment  companies.  A  single  report  was 
obtained  from  these  companies.  Firms  operating 
more  than  one  establishment  were  required  to 
submit  a  report  for  each  separate  location.  Al- 
so, companies  engaged  in  distinctly  different 
lines  of  activity  at  one  location  submitted  sep- 
arate reports  if  the  company  records  permitted 
such  a  separation,  and  if  the  separate  activi- 
ties were  substantial  in  size. 

The  preliminary  reports  in  the  1958 
Census  of  Manufactures  include  for  each  industry 
a  count  of  the  number  of  operating  establish- 
ments with  20  or  more  employees,  with  comparable 
figures  for  1954.  The  number  of  establishments 
with  less  than  20  employees  will  be  shown  in  the 
final  industry  reports. 

VALUE  OF  SHIPMENTS 

The  value  of  shipments  reported  by  es- 
tablishments classified  in  the  Toilet  Prepara- 
tions Industry  consisted  not  only  of  products 
described  above  as  primary  to  the  industry,  but 
also  included  the  value  of  secondary  products 
(which  are  primary  in  other  industries ) ,  and 
miscellaneous  receipts  for  contract  work,  resale 
of  products,  etc.  The  total  value  of  shipments 
and  other  receipts  of  establishments  classified 
in  the  Toilet  Preparations  Industry  amounted  to 
$1,046  million.  Of  this  total,  $909  million 
were  products  primary  to  the  industry,  $78  mil- 
lion were  products  primary  to  other  industries, 
and  $59  million  were  receipts  for  miscellaneous 
activities.  The  industry  shipments  of  primary 
products  represented  92  percent  of  the  total 
manufactured  product  shipments  (primary  and  sec- 
ondary) .  The  1954  ratio  was  91  percent. 

The  total  value  of  shipments  for  the 
industry,  which  is  the  total  value  of  receipts 


of  establishments  classified  in  the  industry, 
should  be  clearly  distinguished  from  the  total 
value  of  primary  products  of  "the  industry  shipped 
by  all  producers.  The  latter  figure,  appearing 
in  table  3,  indicates  that  $1,097  million  of 
toilet  preparations  were  shipped  by  all  producers 
of  these  products.  Of  this  total,  $909  million, 
or  83  percent,  were  shipped  by  plants  classified 
in  Industry  2893,  Toilet  Preparations,  while  the 
remainder  was  shipped  by  plants  classified  in 
other  industries. 

GENERAL  STATISTICS 

The  general  statistics  (employment, 
payrolls,  cost  of  materials,  value  of  shipments, 
etc.)  are  reported  for  each  establishment  as  a 
whole.  Aggregates  of  such  figures  for  an  indus- 
try reflect  not  only  the  primary  activities  of 
the  establishments  in  that  industry,  but  also 
their  activities  in  the  manufacture  of  secondary 
products  and  receipts  for  their  other  activities 
(contract  work  on  materials  owned  by  others,  re- 
pair work,  etc.).  This  fact  should  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  comparing  industry  statistics 
(tables  1  and  2)  with  product  statistics  (table 
3)  which  show  the  shipments  by  all  producers  of 
the  primary  products  of  the  industry. 

PUBLICATION  PROGRAM  AND  BACKGROUND 

More  detailed  figures  for  this  Indus- 
try will  appear  in  the  final  Census  reports, 
which  will  be  published  and  offered  for  sale  at 
a  later  date  by  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office.  These  reports 
will  also  include  a  comprehensive  discussion  of 
such  concepts  as  "industry,"  "establishments," 
and  "secondary  production,"  as  well  as  the  vari- 
ous statistical  items  such  as  "employment," 
"value  added,"  etc.  Similar  preliminary  and 
final  reports  will  be  issued  for  other  indus- 
tries during  the  coming  months.  A  series  of  pre- 
liminary summary  reports  showing  United  States 
totals  for  each  manufacturing  industry  and  for 
each  State  are  being  issued.  Final  industry  re- 
ports and  final  area  reports  will  be  published 
during  the  spring  and  summer  of  i960.  Order 
forms  which  list  these  reports  and  their  prices 
may  be  obtained  from  any  U.  S.  Department  of 
Commerce  Field  Office  or  by  writing  to  the 
Bureau  of  the  Census,  Washington  25,  D.  C. 

The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures  is  the 
twenty-seventh  census  of  manufacturing  estab- 
lishments In  the  United  States.  The  first 
Census  of  Manufactures  was  conducted  in  1810 
covering  manufacturing  activities  in  1809.  For 
1958,  it  was  conducted,  jointly  with  Censuses  of 
Mineral  Industries,  Retail,  Wholesale,  and 
Service  Trades.  The  1958  Census  of  Manufactures 
was  conducted  under  authority  of  Title  13  of  the 
United  States  Code.  This  law  requires  that  a 
Census  of  Manufactures  be  conducted  every  five 
years  to  cover  years  ending  in  three  and  eight. 
Thus,  the  next  Census  will  be  conducted  in  1964 
covering  manufacturing  activity  in  1963.  Title 
13  also  authorizes  an  annual  sample  '  survey  of 
manufacturing  establishments  in  interim  years.
